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Obsolete Bank Note Bibliography

Obsolete bank notes are a fascinating 
aspect of numismatics that can be confus- 
ing to the non-specialist. Issued before 
1863 by private banks, the notes have a 
varied history that contributes to their 
increasing popularity among today's 
collectors. 

One of the major problems facing col- 
onists in early America was the lack of an 
adequate supply of money. The English 
kept close control over the production of 
both coins and paper money, forcing col- 
onists to use a wide variety of foreign 
issues, as well as items of barter, to carry 
on their financial transactions. However, 
many states minted and printed their own 
currency in spite of the British. During the 
Revolutionary War the Continental Con- 
gress began printing notes to pay for the 
war, but, unfortunately, confidence in the 
notes was minimal and their value rapidly 
deiVated. 

When the war was over and the new 
country was established, provisions were 
made for a new coinage system, but be- 
cause of the country's bitter experience 
with paper money, the new government 
did not authorize the printing of notes; 
however, it did not specifically prohibit 
anyone else from printing paper money. 
Thus the way was open for state govern- 
ments to regulate this important aspect 
of commerce. But problems arose because 
each state had different laws, and obsolete 
bank notes were issued by private banks 
operating under the banking laws of each 
individual state. For this reason these 
notes sometimes are referred to as state 
bank notes. 

The result was an incredible number of 
bank notes issued by a variety of banks 
having a wide range of assets, hence the 
derivation of "wildcat" and "broken" 
banks. "Wildcat" referred to the some- 
times-shaky financial base of some of the 
banks; "broken" referred to the bank- 
ruptcy of many banks during this time, 
again because of their inadequate finan- 
cial base. 

A number of factors make obsolete bank 


notes especially appealing to collectors, 
not the least of which is their beauty. 
Although many early notes are crude, 
later examples display magnificent vi- 
gnettes, the epitome of the engraver's art. 
A wide variety of subjects m^es topical 
collecting challenging and interesting. It 
is possible to collect notes issued from 
one's home town or perhaps the birth- 
places of one's parents and/or grand- 
parents. With special luck the signature 
of a bank official can turn out to be that 
of an ancestor. 

Three kinds of numismatic literature 
are associated with obsolete bank notes, 
the first of which deals with counterfeit 
detection. With so many entities issuing 
notes and no uniformity in design or fiscal 
backing, merchants needed some guide to 
help them recognize which notes were 
legitimate. The problem became so great 
that lists were issued monthly, much as 
lists of bogus credit card numbers are 
issued today. One of the first listings of 
genuine obsolete bank notes was Gwynne 
and Day's Descriptive Register of Genu- 
ine Bank Notes. 

The second major source of information 
about these bank notes is bank histories. 
These are helpful in identifying the name, 
location and officers of early banks. As ob- 
solete bank notes become more popular 
with collectors, so will these accounts of 
early banks. The third type of literature 
about state bank notes comprises catalogs 
that list the notes themselves, with only 
brief information about the banks. 

Present interest in collecting obsolete 
bank notes was ignited in Jime 1922 with 
the appearance in The Numismatist of the 
first installment of David C. Wismer's 
catalog, "Descriptive List of Obsolete 
Paper Money." Additions were printed 
almost monthly imtil November 1936, and 
the exhaustive list remains definitive 
even today. The section about New 
England was reprinted in 1972 by Quarter- 
man, but the rest is available only in those 
early issues of The Numismatist.

Collector Involvement Paramount to NCW Success 


National Coin Week 1985 is scheduled 
to be celebrated April 21-27. Its theme, 
^Numismatics: Open the Door With 
Books," reminds collectors of the vital 
role books and other less-traditional 
sources of information play in the enjoy- 
ment of the numismatic hobby. 

Coins and paper money are merely 
mediums of exchange until one examines 
them and discovers what lies above and 
beyond their monetary value. Once an in- 
dividual comes to that realization, he is 
on his way to becoming a collector. Books 
are vital to that journey, providing in- 
formation about the art, history and eco- 
nomics of coins. Sharing knowledge and 
information about numismatics with the 
non-collecting public is one of the pur- 
poses of NCW, and numismatic books are 
an ideal means of accomplishing that goal. 

The key to a successful National Coin 
Week is reaching out to a general public 
that may know little about numismatics. 
In light of this year's theme, an ideal place 
to start promoting the hobby is the local 
library, which usually furnishes display 
space for exhibits. Clubs can provide an 
additional service by donating numis- 
matic books to area libraries as part of 
their NCW activities. 

An offer to place an exhibit at your local 
museum, historical society or bank de- 
picting the many aspects of numismatics, 
including books on the subject, probably 
would be well-received. Set up a table or 
booth at a local shopping center where 
people can bring unknown pieces or ask 
questions. A club committee might be 
formed to coordinate a National Coin 
Week observance with town or city man- 
agement. A mayor, county official or even 
state governor could be asked to sign a 
proclamation officially declaring NCW. 


Many local service clubs and schools 
would be interested in attending an in- 
formative program about numismatics. 
Area radio and television stations and 
regional newspapers should be informed 
of upcoming displays, lectures and shows. 
Many radio stations have talk shows to 
which listeners can call with questions — 
perhaps two or three club members could 
participate in a show like this to answer 
questions and talk about numismatics in 
general. Also, this is the time to sign up 
new members for local clubs and the ANA. 

The ANA recently began mailing 1985 
NCW promotional packets to individuals, 
clubs and organizations requesting infor- 
mation about National Coin Week. Packets 
for individual members contain two 
posters, five booster buttons, ten NCW 
logos and one each of guidelines, final 
report forms and sample proclamations.

A member of major numismatic organ- 
izations and an honorary member of col- 
lector groups across the country and 
abroad, Margo has lectured on numis- 
matics at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology; Purdue University in In- 
diana; Roosevelt University in Chicago; 
and at state and regional numismatic 
educational forums. She is a fellow of 
the American Numismatic Society and of 
the Royal Numismatic Society of Great 
Britain. In 1979 she was named to the 
prestigious Council of the American 
Numismatic Society and, two years later, 
to the Society's executive board. Margo 
also holds a diploma of recognition from 
the Sociedad Numismatica de Mexico. 

A frequent overseas traveler, Margo 
took part in a study tour to Israel in 1971, 
and in 1980 served as numismatic ambas- 
sador for a five-nation People-to-People 
European tour, meeting collectors from 
behind the Iron Curtain in Poland, Ro- 
mania, Hungary and Yugoslavia, as well 
as Greece. 

Over the years, Margo has been just as 
active in her home state and local com- 
munity as she has been in the numismatic 
community. She was president of the 
Women's Association of the First Presby- 
terian Church, volunteered as a Sunday 
school teacher and Girl Scout leader, and 


served as secretary of the Citizens' Com- 
mittee to rebuild the local school system 
until her job as Coin World editor began 
making extraordinary travel demands. 
Currently she is a member of the Dorothy 
Love Retirement Community Council in 
Sidney, Ohio, and the Shelby County 
(Ohio) Job Training Program's Private In- 
dustry Council, and acts as secretary for 
a four-county regional Private Industry 
Program Council. She also finds time to 
hold membership with the Altrusa Club 
and holds the Order of the Rose in the 
Beta Phi Sorority. 

Margo's husband, Marion, is a retired 
editor of the Sidney Daily News and cur- 
rently serves as head of the Amos Press 
Specialty Publications Division. The Rus- 
sells have two daughters, Mrs. Michael 
Barhorst and Susan Russell; a grandson. 
Tommy; and a granddaughter, Sarah. 

For more than 20 years Margo Russell's 
name has been synonymous with that of 
her publication. It is difficult for collec- 
tors to think of one without the other — 
Coin World is Margo Russell. The ANA 
will formally honor Margo at the San An- 
tonio midwinter convention banquet later 
this month. Upon her retirement from 
Coin World on February 28, it is hoped 
that Margo will continue her activity in 
the numismatic community. In the past 
she has always been ready to serve her 
profession, her hobby and her fellow 
numismatists— her influence and energy 
will be greatly missed by any who have 
had the pleasure of crossing her path. The 
ANA salutes you, Margo . . . good luck.

ANA to Salute Retiring Coin World Editor 


When J. Oliver Amos and Cecil Wat- 
kins conceived the idea of a weekly tab- 
loid newspaper for coin collectors, it is 
doubtful they imagined, even in their 
wildest dreams, the success that Coin 
World eventually would achieve. How- 
ever, it is entirely possible that their brain- 
child would not have become so successful 
without the help and guidance of a staff- 
member borrowed from another of their 
publications, the Sidney (Ohio) Daily 
News. That staffmember was Margo 
Russell. 

Margo began her journalism career im- 
mediately after graduating high school, 
joining the staff of the Sidney Daily News 
in 1935. Her newspaper apprenticeship 
took her from paper routes to classified 
advertising to writing obituaries and 
covering county fairs. During this time 
her writing abilities, and her good looks, 
did not escape the notice of her bosses. 
One of her supervisors, Marion Russell, 

wVlo later became editor of tbe daily news- 
paper, courted Margo and eventually mar- 
ried her. 

In 1960, when Coin World was intro- 
duced to the collecting public, Mr. Amos 
summoned Margo from the editorial de- 
partment of his Ohio newspaper to assist 
D. Wayne Johnson, first editor of the 
fledgling coin newspaper. Mrs. Russell 
was assigned the task of preparing " 2 l few" 
numismatic features, but once started she 
never stopped! Though at first she knew 
little about her subject matter, long eve- 
nings spent studying borrowed numis- 
matic books soon turned Margo into a 
hobby spokesperson. 

Johnson left his position at Coin World 
in 1962, at which time Margo Russell 
took over as editor. Under her guidance 
the paper grew to become the largest- 
circulating hobby publication of all time. 
Aside from her regular duties, Margo also 
was responsible for editing many Amos 
Press specialty numismatic publications 
over the years, including the Coin World 
Almanac. 

Once her talents as Coin World editor 
had been proven, honors came to Margo 
quickly and steadily. By 1964 she had 
been invited to the White House, met

with President Lyndon Johnson, and had 
been named to serve as a member of the 
United States Annual Assay Commission. 
In later years, Margo and her husband 
were guests at the White House several 
times, and during the course of her career 
she was invited to attend numerous Rose 
Garden ceremonies. 

Named numismatic "Woman of the 
Year" by three New England coin clubs 
in 1964, Margo twice received that title 
from the Collectors of First Day / First 
Issue Covers. She holds top honors with 
the Numismatic Literary Guild, having 
been awarded its coveted "Clemy" award 
in 1971, and her peers continually have 
chosen her "best writer" and "favorite 
editor" over the years. 

Margo's 25-year association with the 
ANA has been truly memorable. She has 
attended 24 annual and midwinter con- 
ventions and served on a number of 
special committees. She was recognized 
in 1967 at the ANA's Bal Harbour, 
Florida, convention with the ANA Medal 
of Merit; in 1975 at the Los Angeles con- 
vention she received the organization's 
highest honor, the Farran Zerbe Memorial 
Award; and in 1979 Margo was named the

1985 Elections May Hold Surprises 


In compliance with procedures outlined 
by Association bylaws regarding election 
of officers, Executive Vice President Ed- 
ward C. Rochette has contacted the five 
incumbent officers whose terms expire in 
August 1985. They, in turn, have made 
the following irrevocable declarations 
regarding their candidacies: 

President Q. David Bowers will not seek 
a board position. 

Vice President Florence Schook will seek 
the presidency. 

Governor Harry X Boosel will not seek 
reelection to Seat 7. 

Governor John Jay Pittman will not seek 
reelection to Seat 5. 

Governor Stephen R. Taylor will seek the 
vice presidency. 


As a result of these declarations, no in- 
cumbent will be a candidate for Seats 5, 
6 and 7; Governors Ken Hallenbeck, Art 
Kagin, Kurt Krueger and Bob Medlar will 
serve until 1987, at which time their 
terms expire.

Convention Badge Depicts Colonial Texas Mint 


The flavor of Texas' early years before 
its independence from Mexico is captured 
on a commemorative badge produced es- 
pecially for the 7th Midwinter Conven- 
tion in San Antonio, February 21-24. Pic- 
tured on the 1 V4-inch uniface medal is the 
Garza Mint, which was established in 
1818 by the viceroy of the colonial prov- 
ince of Texas to meet the shortage of 
small change.

heavily bag-marked coins. Any coin that 
is more heavily marked than the worst 
coins shown here will grade MS-60 at 
best. Also, each coin illustrated has full 
original luster and no other problems, so 
the grades given are based solely on 
marks. Luster is still the most important 
factor for any Uncirculated coin. A mark- 
free dollar with impaired luster will be 
graded and priced at MS-63 levels or less. 
Only after the luster of a dollar is deter- 
mined to be original and unimpaired 
should detracting marks be considered. 
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also are the places where most people 
focus their attention when viewing the 
piece. On the obverse, the critical area in- 
cludes Liberty's face and neck, along with 
the left field; on the reverse the critical 
area includes the eagle's breast and wings 
and the field surrounding the eagle. 

Silver dollar experts generally agree that 
a Morgan dollar cannot be MS-65 if it has 
serious detracting marks, especially in the 
central areas of the coin. \^at is neces- 
sary is to define exactly what constitutes 
"serious marks." In general. Mint State 
Morgan dollars are graded without mag- 
nification, so any detracting marks should 
be visible with the unaided eye. When a 
bag mark is heavy enough to be immedi- 
ately visible, it qualifies as a "serious 
mark." A good example of this is the 



1879-S: Several marks on the cheek and 
fields are evident on the obverse, including 
a rather noticeable reed mark on the 
cheekbone. This coin fits into the high end 
of the MS-63 range. 

heavy scrape on the cheek of the 1881-CC 
dollar illustrated herein. Even if this 
scrape was the only mark on the entire 
coin, the piece would still grade no higher 
than MS-63. The scrape is simply too 
distracting to the eye, and is in an 
especially bad location. 

However, most Morgan dollars are not 
as cut and dried. Instead of having a few 
heavy marks, they usually have a number 
of very small abrasions and nicks. In these 
cases it is necessary to evaluate the coins 
based on the relative cleanness of the im- 
portant areas. For an MS-65 dollar, the two 
critical areas should reveal a minimal 
amount of tiny nicks or abrasions. The

overall appearance of any MS-65 dollar 
should be very pleasing. 

One particular type of detracting mark 
to watch out for is the reed mark, caused 
by the reeded edge of one dollar striking 
against the surface of a second piece. The 
resulting series of small digs is usually 
quite distracting, depending on their loca- 
tion. Regarding the coins illustrated, reed 
marks appear on the 1879-S obverse on 
Liberty's cheekbone, and on the reverse 
of the 1879-S under the second S in 
STATES. As is shown by this piece, the 
presence of reed marks does not immedi- 
ately disqualify the coin from MS-65 or 
MS-67 classifications.

This month's column will discuss 
detracting marks on Morgan dollars. As- 
suming that a Mint State Morgan dollar 
possesses full original luster and has not 
suffered from collector mishandling, de- 
tracting marks are the primary considera- 
tion when assigning a grade. 

Detracting marks also are referred to as 
contact marks, bag marks, reed marks, 
scuffs, nicks, scratches and abrasions. 
Basically, all these terms refer to the 
damage a coin receives during manufac- 
ture and shipping. Coins produced for 
general circulation are not handled gently 
by Mint employees. When you picture the 
various steps a heavy coin like a Morgan 
dollar endured during its journey from the 
Mint press to a bank, it is very surprising 
that any MS-65 dollars survived. 

After the coin was struck, it fell down 
a chute and landed in a large hopper, after 
which another thousand or so coins fell 
on top of it. When the hopper was full, the 
coins were taken to a weighing and in- 
spection room. After inspection they were 
arranged into stacks, counted and dumped 
into large canvas bags. Each bag contained 
1,000 Morgan dollars. 

The most common method of handling 
a filled bag of dollars was to grab the bag 
by the top and throw or swing it to its 
destination, jostling the coins against each

other, producing additional nicks and 
scratches. As a result, the average Morgan 
dollar taken from an original Mint-sewn 
bag is only an MS-60 or MS-63 coin.

When an IRS Auditor Comes Knocking 


On several occasions I have received 
letters from readers of this column, ask- 
ing for advice in the event that their tax 
return is selected for examination by 
the I^S. Of course, the first thing I im- 
mediately think about in such situa- 
tions is the imponance of good records 
and documentation to support the cost 
of all numismatic investments and the 
selling price of all related transactions. 
My next thought relates to securing a 
competent and experienced professional 
to represent the taxpayer before the IRS. 
In this respect, Fm talking about a cer- 
tified public accountant (CPA), not a 
neighbor^or good friend who does tax 
retumssOn the side! 

Although IRS agents are supposed to 
make every effort to arrive at a fair and 
impartial determination of your correct 
tax liability, it is humanly impossible 
for even the most well-intended in- 
dividual to simultaneously serve as 
interpreter of the law, enforcer and col- 
lector, while also wearing the hat of an 
unbiased, objective administrator. And 
what about the occasional agent who 
does not make a superhuman effort to 
follow this extremely difficult set of 
conflicting ethical standards? 

Essentially, the IRS agent is in a posi- 
tion somewhat analagous to a highway 
patrolman who, after issuing a speeding 
ticket, must also serve as judge, jury, 
district attorney, defense attorney and 
bail bondsman. 

Fve always felt that in addition to be- 
ing extremely complex, our tax laws are 


I not all black-and-white. Rather, inter- 
pretation of the law, regulations and 
j rulings is quite subjective. The IRS 
agent, in addition to being well in- 
formed on the complex nuances of the 
law, typically will resolve these many 
"'grey" areas in favor of the government. 
It is only fair that you have an equally 
I competent spokesman to present your 
1 case and make all efforts to resolve the 
j grey areas in your favor. 

Tax Queries 

I Q. The other day I realized that the 
metal strongbox where I retain my col- 
lection was open, the lock broken, and 
I all of my coins missing. I maintained 
I this coin collection as a hobby, so I 
realize that I cannot claim a business 
loss on my tax return. However, does 
! this theft qualify as a deductible cas- 
' ualty loss for tax purposes? 

A. Theft losses are deductible as 
casualties if the total of all such losses 
is 10 percent of your adjusted gross in- 
come. Frequently problems arise when 
the time comes to establish the loss as 
having been caused by theft rather than 
, by carelessness or causes unknown. Of 
I course, if the victim promptly reports 
i the loss to the police, the IRS will 
regard this as corroborative evidence 
that a theft indeed has taken place. If 
a theft loss is not reported to the police, 
the victim must offer as a substitute the 
* testimony of anyone who witnessed the 
event or its aftermath.

■ Does the phrase ''George Smith's 
Money" mean anything to you? If not, 
you have missed one of the most inter- 
estingly-written and informative books — 
that's its title— about the early banking 
and industrial development of the Chi- 
cago/Milwaukee area. George Smith 
was a Scot of modest means who came 
to America as the representative of 
several of his countrymen who had 
money to invest in real estate. How- 
ever, he soon devised means of alle- 
viating the shortage of currency and 
banking facilities that was hampering 
business development. When it was 
found that Smith's banknote-style cer- 
tificates of deposit were redeemable in 
gold on demand, his money became the 
accepted means of transacting business 
in the rapidly developing area. He ex- 
panded his business interests to other 
fields, particularly into the surge of 
railroad building, and became one of the 
country's wealthy men. 

George Smith retired to his native 
Aberdeen and lived a quiet life for some 
thirty years, dying in 1899 at the age of 
92. The State of New York collected 
$2,000,000 from his estate, the greatest 
sum it had ever received from a private 
source. The British government received 
more than twice that amount — "enough 
to pay the cost of building a dread- 
naught battleship," it was reported. 
George Smith's Money was written by 
Alice E. Smith (no relation) and copy- 
righted by The State Historical Society 
of Wisconsin in 1966.

He was not a saint; in fact, some 
accounts clearly separate him from 
sainthood. The error was called to mind 
just now by this entry in a coin club's 
auction list: "St. Gauedens . . ."(sic).

I ■An article entitled "The Lincoln 
Cent," printed in pamphlet form by the 
Liberty Press in 1981, refers to "... a 
medal designed by Brenner to be issued 
commemorating the Panama Canal in 
1908 . . . the medals were presented to 
notable dignitaries and workers of the 
Canal ..." 

There is at least one ambiguity in the 
article: to what does the date 1908 
refer? The canal could hardly have been 
commemorated in 1908 because it wasn't 
completed and put into service until 
1914. Although created in 1908, the 
medals were issued during the six-year 
period 1909-1914. 

The purpose of the medal was simply 
to give recognition to workers on the 
I canal. The medal itself bore the inscrip- 
tion FOR TWO YEARS CONTINUOUS 
: SERVICE ON THE PANAMA CANAL, and 
! the dates and serial number were en- 
I graved on each one. The medal was 
! linked to an ornamental 30 x 12mm bar 
pin. For each additional two years of 
continuous service a bar was awarded, 

I which carried TWO YEARS on the face, 
and the dates on the back. Only citizens 
of the United States were eligible for 
I the award. 

I The 3 1mm bronze medal bears an ex- 
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didn't pursue the matter further. Had 
the good doctor purchased Ray's coin, 
the probable value today would be in 
the $600-$900 range.

One final thought — good rare coin 
dealers don't come at bargain-basement 
rates. Most reputable dealers work on 
15- to 50-percent markups on numis- 
matic items and 2 to 6 percent on easily- 
obtainable, bulhon-oriented items. If you 
only search out super-duper bargain 
prices you'll probably end up doing 
business with undesirables who offer 
undesirable coins. Treat a professional 
coin dealer with the respect you would 
like to receive in your profession, and 
you will both enjoy a mutually-reward- 
ing relationship. 

Market Update 

December 31, 1984 

With gold spot-price at $309 and 
silver at $6.34, the year ended on an op- 
timistic note, and many areas of the 
rare coin market appear solid. The Janu- 
ary coin show of the Florida United 
Numismatists generally is a good in- 
dicator of the coin market's strength 
during the new year. 

Although gold and silver bullion have 
receded significantly in price, it seems 
only bullion-related sales have been af- 
fected, and even those not drastically. 
A number of new companies of national 
scope have entered the numismatic 
market, expanding the overall customer 
base and contributing to increased de- 
mand during sluggish metal markets. If 
metals ever have a significant upturn, 
coin prices should soar. 

Foremost in the news of late are al- 
leged improprieties at ANACS. Many 
believe that after a thorough investi- 
gation has been conducted, most per- 
ceptions of wrongdoing will prove 
unfounded. However, the situation does 
point out a need for the ANA to be 
above reproach at all times. 

Hottest areas in the market include 
commemoratives, BU rolls, prooflike 
dollars and late-date silver Proof sets. 
For metals watchers, an optimistic 
point has been made that precious- 
metal prices are at all-time highs .

''Bargain" Coins Can Prove Costly 


As a young lO-year-old collector, I j 
often waited anxiously for the Saturday 
delivery of Coin World so I could read 
Dave Bowers' column. One in particu- 
lar that I often reflect upon had to do I 
with a customer rejecting a nice, Uncir- | 
culated Barber half dollar that Dave 
offered in favor of a similarly-described 
'^bargain" coin from another dealer. The j 
coin turned out to be whizzed and a | 
poor value for the money. Stories such 
as this usually carry morals like "there 
is no Santa Claus in numismatics" and 
"you get what you pay for." Correlative 
aphorisms include "know your dealer" j 
and "coin dealers are entitled to a fair I 
profit." 

One of the best stories exempli^ing 
all these lessons of numismatic life is 
told by Ray Mercer, co-editor of The 
Numismatic Investment Journal. While 
working at a Bay State (Boston) coin 
show about five years ago, Ray was of- 
fered a group of commemorative half 
dollars, and, out of the dozen pieces in- 
spected, he purchased a nifty 1933-D 
(Dregon Trail half dollar. The coin had 
no detracting marks, full mint bloom 
(luster) and very attractive rainbow 
toning. 

In those days The Coin Dealer News- 
letter listed an "ask" price of $87.50 for 
that particular piece; however, the dealer 
insisted on receiving a whopping $12.50 
premium over CDN pricing because of 
the coin's exceptional eye appeal. Ray 
recognized a truly superior specimen 
and, not being a slave to guidesheets, 
conhdently agreed to purchase the coin. 
Remember, this was during the time 
prior to "gemania," when velvet and 
plastic were not prerequisites for 
displaying coins at shows, and pre- 
miums paid for superb coins were less 
common. 

During the entire transaction Ray 
was being watched by another fellow 
standing near the table. Ray relates that 
initially he thought the gentleman was 


employed by the state sales tax depart- 
ment, but then quickly rejected the idea 
when he noticed that the gentleman's 
attire was composed mostly of natural 
fibers. (You remember the days of 
leisure suits, don't you?) 

The man stepped forward to Ray's 
table and proceeded to examine the in- 
ventory with an unusual magnifying 
glass. He then inquired as to the price 
of the just-purchased 1933-D Oregon 
commemorative. Ray looked at the 
coin again and replied that he would 
take $150. 

The gentleman looked as if he'd had 
a seizure, then questioned Ray's sanity 
in no uncertain terms, pointing out that 
the price on the holder was $100. Ray 
calmly explained in his affable manner 
that he was in the habit of writing 
prices paid for new purchases on the 
holder. This calmed the gentleman 
somewhat, but he asked why Ray re- 
quired a whopping 50-percent profit on 
the coin. Ray explained the merits of 
the piece and its irreplaceability, and 
the man was so impressed that he 
counter-offered $110. Ray thanked him 
for his offer but said he would rather 
keep the piece. 

At this point the gentleman hurled a 
few barbs, followed by a statement to 
the effect that Ray was a dealer trying 
to "get rich" on one coin. Ray followed 
this up by inquiring as to the gentle- 
man's own profession, asking what his 
usual "cut" was. The man turned out 
to be a doctor — a urologist at that — and 
didn't take kindly to the comparison. 
Some comments from a friend of Ray's 
referring to urologists as plumbers only 
contributed further to the deterioration 
of the situation. 

Later in the day the doctor returned 
to Ray's table to gloat over his acquisi- 
tion of a brilliant gem 1933-D Oregon 
purchased at a "blue light" special price 
of $87.50 — CDN bid. Unfortunately, his 
purchase was a polished AU, and Ray

Coins of Constantine I 


How would you like to own a Fine 
commemorative coin of Constantine I 
(307-337 A.D.), Rome's first Christian 
emperor? The piece was struck shortly 
after Constantine's death, circa 338 
A.D., and shows the emperor driving a 
"quadriga," a type of Roman chariot, as 
the hand of God reaches down to carry 
him to heaven. The four fingers and 
thumb on the "hand from heaven" 
often are distinctly visible on these 
coins, constituting a very early exam- 
ple of Christian symbolism on coins. 

Perhaps a coin depicting the she-wolf 
suckling Romulus and Remus, legen- 
dary founders of Rome, would be more 
to your liking. The obverse of this 
commemorative coin, struck between 
330-346 A.D., carries the inscription 
VRBS ROMA, or "City of Rome." 
Either one of these special coins can be 
earned by participants in the Roman 
Coin Project at no cost, but not without 
a little bit of effort. 

An article by Thomas Schweich en- 
titled "Constantinian Coinage and the 
Emergence of Christian Civilization," 
featured in the June 1984 issue of The 
Numismatist, provides an excellent 
description of the coinage of Constan- 
tine's time and deserves careful reading 
by all RCP participants. According to 
Schweich, the reign of Constantine 
witnessed the greatest exploitation 
of numismatic propaganda in Roman 
history. 

With the dedication of the City of 
Constantinople, Constantine's new 
capital in the eastern section of the 
Roman Empire, in 330 A.D., com- 
memorative coins were issued, some of 


which pictured the she-wolf suckling 
Romulus and Remus. This was the last 
appearance of the she-wolf on Roman 
coins, as Constantine wished his coins 
to feature Christian symbolism instead, 
j This transition did not come about 
I quickly. The key to coins of the 4th 
century was the glory of the army, and 
many pieces carry vota inscriptions 
representing vows to the Roman gods. 
It wasn't until 379 A.D., under the reign 
of Theodosius I, that a modified chi rho, 
or "cross rho,” was reproduced on coins 
in large numbers. 

With the dawn of the Byzantine Em- 
pire in 476 A.D., Christian symbolism 
was featured extensively on coinage. 
Every Byzantine issue carried at least 
one word or symbol referring to Chris- 
! tianity, culminating with the anony- 
mous bronze coinage of 970-1080 A.D., 

' which featured strictly Christian motifs 
and legends, even to the exclusion of 
the emperor's name and portrait. The 
groundwork set by Constantine I finally 
produced results. 

If you wish to obtain a commemo- 
rative coin of Constantine I, either the 
quadriga piece or one featuring Romu- 
lus and Remus, you first should read 
Schweich's article thoroughly. Then, 
the next time you fulfill a requirement 
for a Roman or Byzantine coin, request 
that one of the two special coins be 
substituted. Only six of these coins are 
available — three of each type — and they 
will be awarded to the first six Roman 
Coin Project members who request 
them. Only RCP-ers are eligible to 
receive these coins, so write to me now 
for a Roman Coin Request Form. 
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gree dating back to the time of issue 
and had gorgeous toning. Such quintes- 
sential features cannot be quantified in 
any grading scale. 

Even if one were to come up with a 
grading scale that noted, for example, 
a coin's basic grade (such as MS-65), 
strike, toning, pedigree, planchet qual- | 
ity, surface characteristics and overall j 
appeal, how could these be reduced to 
numbers? I challenge any reader to ar- 
range coins on a scale of 1 to 10 (or any 
other numerical arrangement) in order 
of the quality or desirability of their ton- 
ing! And what about pedigree? If a coin 
was once housed in the cabinet of 
Richard Picker, is it more valuable than 
if it belonged to Amon Carter or T. 
Harrison Garrett, or if it was sold in 
an auction conducted by B. Max Mehl? 
Such questions admit a large number 
of opinions, and no two people will ! 
ever agree. 

What about strike? If this were to 
enter into the picture, then we would 
need a comprehensive guide for each 
and every United States coin and die 

variety. For example, you cannot make 
the statement that Standing Liberty 
quarters are worth 50-percent more if 
they are sharply and fully struck, for a 
1917 T^e I quarter (usually fully 
struck) is not worth a 50-percent pre- 
mium, whereas a 1926-D (usually flatly 
struck) in the same series would be 
worth several times the regular price if 
a sharply-struck specimen should 
surface. 

Consider, too, that none of these fac- 
tors are, in computer terms, "binary" 
considerations. That is, toning cannot 
be classified merely beautiful or ug- 
ly; likewise, strike cannot be termed 
only weak or sharp. Rather, many in- 
between categories are necessary. The 
collector of Standing Liberty quarters 
knows, for example, that the head of 
Miss Liberty can be flatly or sharply 
struck, or any one of many intermediate 
stages of sharpness. In some instances 
the head may be sharply struck but the 
areas around the date pedestal or below 
the eagle on the reverse may be weakly 
struck. 


Let's go to Never-Never Land for a 
moment and suppose that strike could 
be graded from 1 (weak) to 10 (sharp), 
toning from 1 (very ugly) to 10 (gor- 
geous), and pedigree from 1 (a non-entity) 
to 10 (George Washington personally 
struck the coin at the Philadelphia 
Mint!). What then of the in-between 
situations? If we agree that two given 
coins are MS-65 from the standpoint of 
wear, is a piece with a toning grade of 
7, a pedigree of 6 and a strike grade of 
7 (for a total of 20 points) as desirable 
as a coin with a toning grade of 10, a 
pedigree of 1 and a strike rating of 9 (for 
a total of 20 points)? The mathemati- 
cal ramifications are boggling. If toning, 
pedigree and strike were on a scale of 
1 to 70, then the number of possibilities 
for these three factors alone would 
amount to 329,000! Heaven help us! 

As Charles Darwin pointed out, 
nature tends toward simplification. 
Human beings, as products of nature, 
likewise prefer simplicity. If the dis- 
tance between point A and point B is 
10 steps, few of us would want to take 
20 steps to get from one to the other. 
Likewise, if a machine can operate 
properly with 5 gears, few would prefer 
a machine that used 17 gears to perform 
the same task. 

In grading it seems to me that the sit- 
uation has become too complicated. 
Dealers are drifting away from numer- 
ical standards or from the ANA grading 
system, as a perusal of the aforemen- 
tioned Coin World issue indicates. Few 
people truly understand grading, and 
among those who do, few can claim 
consistency. 

Simplify! Simplify! Henry David 
Thoreau said it, and I agree. After all, 
coin collecting is a hobby, and hobbies 
are supposed to be fun. 

In closing. I'd like to mention that 
all the opinions expressed in this arti- 
cle are my own and in no way represent 
the "official" opinion of the American 
Numismatic Association.

Why? I 

The answer is that despite the fact 
that numerous collectors look for an 
"easy way out," grading takes experi- 
ence and a good deal of subjectivity, i 
And grading is only part of the problem. 

Let's assume that by some miracle a 
panel of fifteen experts is brought 
together — five representatives from the 
dealer community, five from the hobby s 
old-time collectors, and five from the 
ANA headquarters staff. Each panel 
member has agreed that a given group 
of coins contains a dozen MS-65 pieces. 

In such a hypothetical situation, one 
would think that determining the prices 
of the coins would be simple, right? 
Wrong! Many other factors are involved. 

Recently, I saw two 1886-0 silver 
dollars, both graded MS-65 by ANA 
standards — one brought $10,000, the 
other sold for $2,500. Why the dif- 
ference? One was extremely sharply 
stmck and had nice toning, whereas the 
other was softly struck. 

As a cataloger of coins, time and time 
again I have seen the inclusion of "ped- 
igrees" contribute strongly to the reali- 
zation of a coin. During the auction of 
the S. Benton Emery collection, con- 
ducted by my firm in November of last 
year, some people were willing to pay 
prices substantially over market, double 
in some cases, just to have a coin with 
a pedigree dating back many decades. 
In the sale of the Richard Picker collec- 
tion, held by Stack's at about the same 
time, numerous premiums were paid by 
people desiring to own a coin that was 
once the property of Dick Picker, who 
in his time was one of the most re- 
spected of all numismatic professionals. 

Thus, two coins can be graded MS-65, 
but one can sell for more than the other 
if it is struck better, has nicer toning or 
has a pedigree. With so many variables, 
how can one formulate a "bid" price for 
a coin so that it can be stated, for ex- 
ample, that an 1886-0 silver dollar in 
MS-65 is "bid" $10,000? The answer: 


you can't! 

The role of the true professional 
numismatist is to examine coins, cata- 
log them or otherwise offer them for 
sale, and to describe them using his best 
professional judgment. However, my 
opinion as to grade and market value 
may differ from that of another profes- 
sional, and likewise his may differ from 
yet another's. If grading was scientific 
rather than subjective, then profes- 
sional numismatists would not be 
needed. All that would be required is 
a grading book and a sheet listing bid 
prices! 

How, then, can the value of a coin be 
determined? Unquestionably, published 
price guides, including market indexes 
in Coin World, Numismatic News and 
The Coin Dealer Newsletter, serve as 
an approximation. Similarly, prices 
listed in A Guide Book of United States 
Coins serve as a guide. If you doubt my 
word one bit, just obtain a few coins and 
try to buy or sell them for precisely the 
published prices. As a dealer, in some 
instances I would pay far over published 
bid prices to own a particular piece, 
whereas I could sell other coins for less 
than bid prices and feel that I was doing 
well. Such is the nature of the market. 

If you want to go beyond the approxi- 
mations obtained from guides, look to 
records of actual transactions. Auction 
prices realized are a good source of in- 
formation but should not be relied upon 
solely, for differences in surface charac- 
teristics, coloration, striking and other 
aspects of a coin's personality, along 
with the grading practices of the cat- 
aloger, can play an important part in the 
coin's realization. I recently sold two 
1876-CC 20-cent pieces at auction, one 
for $44,000 and the other for $66,000 a 
couple months later. Both were graded 
by me as MS-65. Why did the second 
bring so much more? The successful 
bidder told me that he liked the coin's 
toning and appearance better than that 
of the first. 

Along the same line, a beautiful Proof 
1911 quarter sold for $6,600, a figure 
calculated to be more than double the 
market price. But, the piece had a pedi- 
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short of its mark. 

Now we have such proposed grades 
as MS-64 (per a recommendation by the 
National Silver Dollar Roundtable) and 
MS-65 -I- (as suggested by Numismatic 
News). Presumably, MS-64 is some- 
thing better than MS-63 but not quite 
as good as MS-65, while MS-65 -i- is 
better than MS-65 but not as good as 
MS-67 (bearing in mind that MS-66 
hasn't been invented yet!). 

But, never mind the fact that these 
two numismatic entities propose to add 
two more grades to the current five- 
point system — just think of what is go- 
ing on without them! The hobby (or 
"industry," as some would have it) is 
hardly standardized. In the December I 
5, 1984, issue of Coin World an adver- 
tisement appears with the following 
grading notation: 

We use Photograde for all circulated 
coins. And on Uncirculated coins our 
adjectival grading is not the same as 
ANACS grading. Our Choice BU 
coins grade MS-60 + to MS-63 + . Our 
Gem BU coins grade MS-63 to MS-65 -i- . 


This particular advertiser has created 
three new grades— MS-60 + , MS-63 -i- 
and MS-65 h — in addition to differing 
from ANA standards (for example, the 
ANA stipulates that Choice BU coins 
must grade MS-65). 

Then we have so-called split grading, 
which appears in many catalogs and is 
practiced by the ANA grading service. 
For example, MS-63/65 means that the 
obverse is 63 and the reverse is 65, in 
a way creating another in-between 
grade. 

In the same issue of Coin World, I 
noted an advertisement for a new grade, 
"Borderline Uncirculated," which pre- 
sumably must mean something other 
than AU-55 (Almost Uncirculated) or 
MS-60 (Typical Uncirculated), for the 
advertiser notes "these are coins that 
look Choice to Gem Brilliant Uncircu- 
lated." Apparently, a coin can be one 
condition but appear to be another. 

Confused? Another ad in the same 


issue of Coin World notes that a given 
variety of Seated Liberty dollar is "Gem 
BU, MS-65." (The ANA grading system 
! specifies that Gem Uncirculated is 
I MS-67.) Another dealer displays the 
ANA membership seal in his advertise- 
ment but does not reveal his grading 
system. He, too, uses Gem BU, MS-65. 

Whereas a year or two ago many Coin 
World advertisers stated that they used 
ANA grading standards, the majority of 
large advertisers in the front section of 
the issue recently perused no longer 
mention their adherence to ANA stan- 
dards. Rather, such terms as "grading 
by experience" are used, or no grading 
standards are mentioned at all. Still 
others state that grading is based on 
Photograde or Brown and Dunn's ref- 
erence. Perhaps these advertisers are 
tired of receiving complaints about 
grading. If they do not state that ANA 
grading is used, then no one can com- 
plain to the ANA about the coins they 
sell. I cannot necessarily argue with 
this, for I have always maintained that 
grading is largely subjective, and no 
panel of experts, either at ANA head- 
quarters or elsewhere, can consistently 
grade "tricky" or "problem" coins in 
the same manner upon resubmission. 

If the collector/deaier community has 
such a hard time with five numbers in 
I the Uncirculated category, then what's 
I going to happen if two or more grades 
are added? In my opinion, there will 
only be more confusion. If some do not 
share this view, perhaps they know 
something that I don't. 

What about so-called "bid" prices? 
Why do some coins appearing at auc- 
tions and coin shows and on dealer's 
price lists "bring nowhere near what 
any of the price guides quote," as Bob 
Wilhite comments. The answer has to 
do with the term "bid." I feel that the 
bid price represents what someone 
might pay for a coin if he needs the 
piece. At the American Numismatic 
Association convention in Detroit last 
I year, I saw many coins change hands for 
substantially less than bid prices. These 
I coins were not questionably graded; 
rather, they were plainly marked with

Simplify! Simplify! 


In December 1984 1 received a letter 
from Bob Wilhite, editor of the ''Coin 
Market" column in Numismatic News. 
Bob noted, in part: 

Over the past several months, I 
have agonized over what is going on 
in the coin market. What has bothered 
me so much is the two-tier grading 
system that has developed. Everything 
seems to be in order in grades of 
MS-63 and below, so we will disregard 
that issue. The disparity arises when 
it gets to MS-65. I am sure you are 
keenly aware of this. 

I attend most major coin shows 
each year, and I review most auction 
catalogs and the results. What I see are 
himdreds of coins graded MS-65 that 
bring nowhere near what any of the 
market price guides quote. When I say 
price guides, I mean our own "Coin 
Market" and Coin Prices magazine, 
both of which I edit, the Coin Dealer 
Newsletter and others. I am not here 
to condemn any publication; I just 
want to get to the heart of the matter. 

In most all cases, for a coin of any 
denomination to bring "bid," it has 
to be MS-65 -I- . I hate the term 
"MS-65 -I- but it best describes the 
requirement that a coin must meet in 
order to realize the bid price. What I 
feel is happening is that the industry 
is backing itself into a position that 
is causing a severe credibility gap. 
Many dealers are very hesitant to lay 
out big dollars for coins that may or 
may not be accepted as being full 
MS-65s. If the dealer is getting wary, 
where does that leave the collector 
and investor? 

What has resulted is the two-tier 
MS-65 grade that I have alluded to. 
We now have what I am considering 
calling "Choice MS-65" and "Gem 
MS-65 -H ." Like the other price guides, 
we here at Krause Publications have 
allowed ourselves to be drawn into 
the Gem standard almost unknow- 


ingly . . . The reality of the present 
! situation is that there are two real 
i MS-65 markets in existence. 

I commend Bob Wilhite and Numis- 
matic News for their efforts to offer 
' truly meaningful market prices, a rare 
1 occurrence today. The problems in- 
volved in maintaining this attitude are 
many, and I would like to take the op- 
portunity to add my personal com- 
ments here. 

First of all, concerning the grading 
situation, the Official ANA Grading 
Standards for United States Coins pro- 
' vides guidelines for MS-60, MS-63, 

I MS-65, MS-67 and MS-70, for a total of 
! five grades within the Uncirculated or 
, Mint State classification. I suspect that 
i if Henry Chapman or W. Elliot Wood- 
ward were to come alive today, like 
some numismatic Rip Van Winkle, 
they would rub their eyes in disbelief 
and quickly disappear upon hearing the 
endless arguments, debates and discus- 
sions devoted to the "scientific" classi- 
fication of Uncirculated coins in five 
! slots! 

Generations of fine numismatists — 
Wayte Raymond, B. Max Mehl, Virgil 
Brand, Edward Cogan, John Haseltine 
and legions of others — bought, sold and 
traded coins with success and enjoy- 
ment without having five categories for 
Uncirculated coins. A perusal of current 
^ issues of Numismatic News and Coin 
\ World (to mention just two popular 
periodicals), and a comparison of those 
I issues with the American Journal of 
I Numismatics or The Numismatist of 
80 years ago will clearly demonstrate 
that even with our five grades of Uncir- 
culated condition, there are more squab- 
bles and more problems today than ever 
before. Obviously, this "scientific preci- 
sion" (or whatever it is the numbers are 
supposed to accomplish) has fallen

NETHERLANDS 

1983 Sets Available in North America 

The Dutch Mint, official producer of 
coinage for the Kingdom of the Nether- 
lands, has announced the release of three 
coin sets for the North American mar- 
ket — the 1983 Netherlands Proof and 
mint sets and the 1983 Netherland Antil- 
les mint set. 

The 1983 Dutch mint set (also known 
as the "fleur de coin" set because of its 
distinctive matte finish) contains all five 
legal-tender coins of the Netherlands — 
the bronze 5-cent piece, nickel 10- and 
25-cent coins, and 1- and 21 / 2 -guilder 
pieces— and a special bronze medallion 
commemorating the Utrecht Mint. The 
common obverse portrait of Queen Bea- 
trix continues the new wave in Dutch 
coin design that began in 1982; a stylized 
portrait of Beatrix complements a mod- 


ernistic reverse design in which the 
denomination is superimposed over a 
distinctive geometric pattern. Mounted in 
a plastic display case, the 1983 mint set 
sells for $12. 

Sold out in the Netherlands, the 1983 
Proof set sells for $45; only 1,075 sets 
will be offered to North American collec- 
tors. Because of tremendous demand and 
limited supply, the Dutch Mint requests 
that those interested in Proof sets contact 
them about availability before ordering. 

The 1983 Netherland Antilles mint set 
includes aluminum 1- and 2 V 2 -cent 
pieces, a copper-nickel 5-cent coin, nickel 
10- and 25-cent denominations and a 
1 -gulden piece, and sells for $12. Long a 
popular haven for American vacationers, 
the Netherland Antilles comprise two 
island groups in the West Indies, in- 
cluding Aruba, Curacao, Bonaire, St. 
Eustatius, Saba and the southern part of 
St. Martin.

Con- 
taining lOg of .917 gold, the 28mm piece 
depicts on its obverse "Justice" holding 
scales and sword. The reverse features the 
three towers of San Marino, together with 
the national arms and the legend LIBER- 
TAS.

ISLE OF MAN 

Tenth-Noble Piece Introduced 

The Isle of Man has released a tenth- 
noble coin — a Proof piece containing one- 
tenth ounce of pure platinum — struck by 
the Pobjoy Mint. The new coin is identi- 
cal in design to the platinum noble except 
for the value inscription below the Viking 
longship on the reverse. 

Tenth nobles struck in 1984 bear the 
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''After I saw the man/' he explained, "I 
felt a lot of changes must be made." 

His session with the president rein- 
forced a view that he had held beforehand:

"I'm not a political individual," Kauf- 
man said. "It's not that I don't have strong 
feelings, but I really don't get involved at 
all in politics. But I have a feeling that this 
— with his old-fashioned views that 
everybody seems to be pooh-poohing — has 
achieved what all the forward-looking 
people have been trying unsuccessfully 
to do. 

"He has given the country a certain 
spirit that has practically turned it around. 

I really think this man is a true president 
and probably will count as one of the big 
ones, and I'm very happy to think that I 
have been associated with him and have 
done something for him through this 
medal." 

Kaufman is a native of Romania and a 
survivor of the Nazi labor camps, where 
he spent several years during World War 
II. The 60-year-old artist came to the 
United States in 1951 and now lives in 
North Tewksbury, Massachusetts, a 
small town not far from Boston, where he 
maintains a studio in his home. 

The Reagan inaugural medal is the third 
to feature Kaufman's work: he also de- 
signed or co-designed the vice presidential 
and presidential medals of Gerald R. Ford. 
He is only the second medalist in the 
history of the series with that many issues 
to his credit. 

Kaufman also has fashioned hundreds 
of other fine-art medals, including a series 
of 200 medals about the history of Amer- 
ica, issued by The Danbury Mint in con- 
junction with the U.S. Bicentennial. In 
1976 he designed the official medal for the 
American Numismatic Association's con- 
vention in New York, and two years later, 
in Houston, the ANA honored him with 
its Numismatic Art Award. 

The only other artist to do three in- 
augural medals was Darrell C. Crain, who 
designed Woodrow Wilson's second inau- 
gural medal, plus the official medals of the 
two men who followed Wilson to the 
White House: Warren G. Harding and 
Calvin Coolidge. 

Reagan received a gold specimen of the 
'85 inaugural medal bearing the serial 


number "1," and Bush received a similarly 
numbered medal in silver. The presenta- 
tions took place January 20 at the White 
House, following private ceremonies dur- 
ing which the two men took their oaths. 
Because January 20 fell on a Sunday, the 
public inauguration was held the follow- 
ing day. 

The new inaugural medal, struck in 
three sizes, is being produced for public 
sale in gold, silver and bronze and will be 
offered in two sets. A 38mm antique 
bronze version sells for $10; a 38mm an- 
tique and a Proof .999 fine silver edition 
sell for $55 each; a 177mm antique bronze 
piece sells for $25; and a 28.6mm 14-kt 
gold specimen in antique or Proof finish 
is available for $550, plus $1.50 postage 
per medal. 

A two-medal, gift-boxed set consisting 
of the 38mm bronze medal and the 38mm 
silver medal sells for $75, and a four- 
medal, gift-boxed set of serially-matched 
pieces in 38mm bronze, 38mm silver, 
177mm bronze and 28.6mm gold sells 
for $675. A philatelic-numismatic cover 
containing a 25mm silver medal is avail- 
able for $29 plus $1.50 postage. The 
cover features three January 20 post- 
marks: one from Washington, D.C.; one 
from Reagan's birthplace — Tampico, Illi- 
nois; and one from Bush's birthplace — 
Milton, Massachusetts.

Macau 

Year of the Ox Marked 

Macau has issued 100- and 1,000-pataca 
coins, struck by the Singapore Mint, to 
commemorate 1985 as the lunar "Year of 
the Ox," which begins February 20. Tradi- 
tionally, the Year of the Ox promises good 
business opportunities and fortunes for 
those who strive to achieve. In Chinese 
mythology the ox performs the noble task 
of carrying the founder of Taoism, Lao 
Tse, on its back. 

Each coin carries the denomination and 
a likeness of the ox on the obverse; the 
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The obverse features a profile of Hassan 
II and the Arab inscriptions KINGDOM OF 
MOROCCO and HASSAN II, while the 
reverse depicts the national coat of arms 
together with an ear of wheat, the date 
9TH JULY, 1983, and denornination. Proof 
coins sell for US$365; Uncirculated, $315.

The obverse of the 3^2 x 
4-inch solid bronze piece features a profile 
portrait of Reagan superimposed against 
a waving pattern of the Stars and Stripes. 
The reverse carries the inaugural date, 
JANUARY 1985, and the legend GOD BLESS 
AMERICA. 

Limited to a mintage of 500, the medal 
is signed and numbered by the designer, 
with the first piece to be presented to 
President Reagan.

Proof Set Celebrates Monetary Agency 

To mark the 10th anniversary of the 
Bahrain Monetary Agency, the British 
Royal Mint has been commissioned to 
strike Bahrain circulating coinage in ster- 
ling silver Proof condition. A limit of 

15,000 Proof sets has been authorized, 
each displayed in a satin-lined case and 
accompanied by a numbered certificate of 
authenticity. 

The 1-, 5-, 10-, 25-, 50-, and 100-fil coins 
share a common obverse design featuring 
a date palm, the Arabic inscription GOV- 
ERNMENT OF BAHRAIN and the Gregori- 
an and Hejira dates. The common reverse 
bears the Arabic value and BAHRAIN. 

The 250 fils carries the Food and 
Agriculture Organization symbol on its 
reverse together with the motto FIAT 
PANIS and the Arabic inscription LET US 
ACT TO PROVIDE FOOD FOR ALL. Depict- 
ing Bahrain's ruler. His Highness Shaikh 
Isa bin Sulman al Kalifah, the 500 fils por- 
trays a heraldic shield on the reverse. 



accompanied by the legend ISA TOWN, 
which commemorates the opening of Isa 
Town in 1968.

MOROCCO 

Hassan II Honored 
Commemorating the 54th birthday of 
His Majesty King Hassan II on fuly 9, 
1983, the British Royal Mint has struck 
2,500 Uncirculated and 2,500 Proof coins 
for the Bank of Morocco. Struck in .900 
fine gold, the 500-dirham coin measures 
25.5mm and weighs 13. Ig. 
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gurals have witnessed the issuance of of- 
hcial medals. Unofficial medals, issued by 
private companies and individuals, have 
been struck at various times for inaugura- 
tions dating all the way back to 1801, 
when Thomas Jefferson, the nation's third 
president, embarked upon the first of his 
two terms. But, as formal official issues, 
inaugural medals weren't inaugurated, so 
to speak, until a century later— in 1901 — 
when the first such piece was stmck to 
mark the beginning of President William 
McKinley's second term. 

Official inaugural medals aren't, strictly 
speaking, government issues. They are 
commissioned and sold every four years 
by the incoming president's inaugural 
committee, which, although quasi- 
official, isn't a government body. But their 
link with the president makes them more 
prestigious than most other medals, in- 
cluding even regular government issues. 
Collectors tend to hold them in higher 
esteem, for instance, than presidential 
medals issued by the U.S. Mint, and they 
bring higher prices in the secondary 
market than almost any other modem 
medal. 

Initially, inaugural medals were issued 
strictly as presentation pieces — as gifts for 
dignitaries and mementos for inaugural 
committee members. In recent years, 
however, their role has changed dramati- 
cally. Today, through public sales that 
raise hundreds of thousands of dollars for 


the committees, they have become one of 
the principal methods of financing inau- 
gural programs. 

The practice of coupling the president 
and vice president on second inaugural 
medals dates back to 1937, when Vice 
President John Nance Gamer was shown 
along with Franklin D. Roosevelt on the 
medal marking the start of FDR's second 
term. In that particular instance, Roose- 
velt was shown on the obverse and Gamer 
on the reverse. The president and vice 
president have both appeared together on 
the obverse of three subsequent medals 
issued for second inaugurals: those of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in 1957, Nixon in 
1973 and now Reagan. 

"We haven't had many second inaugu- 
rals lately," Medallic Art's president, 
Donald Schwartz, noted wryly. 

Kaufman's portrait of Reagan was fash- 
ioned from life. The president gave him 
a 50-minute sitting at the White House 
on November 14, eight days after his 
reelection. Bush was unavailable for a 
similar session, so the artist based the vice 
president's portrait on photographs. 

The session with the president "made 
all the difference" in his portrait, Kauf- 
man said. It made so much of a difference, 
in fact, that upon returning home, the 
sculptor set aside his original model and 
started a new one from scratch — one that, 
in his opinion, turned out to be "far 
superior."

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Reagan Inaugural Medal Features Innovative Design

President Ronald Reagan's second inau- 
gural medal has much in common with 
a wedding gown: it features something 
old, something new and something 
borrowed. 

The old and new aspects appear on the 
obverse, where Reagan and Vice President 
George Bush are presented in a dual por- 
trait. The idea of such a portrait is an old 
one; when a president and vice president 
serve two terms together, it is traditional 
for the president to appear alone on his 
first inaugural medal and to have the vice 
president join him on the second. 

In implementation, however, the Rea- 
gan-Bush portrait is totally new — unlike 
any other in the history of inaugural 
medals. Instead of depicting the president 
and vice president in conjoined profile 
busts, like previous medals in the series, 
it shows them in contrasting poses. 
Reagan is in the foreground, gazing some- 
what to the right and slightly upward, 
while Bush is behind him, facing entirely 
to the right. 

"I wanted this to be different from the 
routine," said sculptor Mico Kaufman, the 
medal's designer. "Why do something 
that's already been done, just for the sake 
of tradition? There's no point in it." 

In a sense, the medal's reverse does in- 
clude something already done — this is its 
"borrowed" aspect. At Reagan's sugges- 



tion, it carries the likeness of a Roman 
eagle modeled from a sculpture in the 
President's private dining room in the 
White House. 

The innovative dual portrait isn't the 
project's only unusual pairing. The medal 
is being produced jointly by two com- 
panies — Medallic Art Company of Dan- 
bury, Connecticut, and The Franklin 
Mint of Franklin Center, Pennsylvania — 
that have, in the recent past, been 
vigorous competitors every four years for 
the right to strike official inaugural 
medals. Medallic Art Company is making 
antique-finish versions of the new Reagan 
medal, while The Franklin Mint is pro- 
ducing Proofs. 

The Franklin Mint has struck two pre- 
vious inaugural medals: one for Richard 
Nixon in 1973, and a second for Jimmy 
Carter in 1977. Medallic Art has been in- 
volved with 10, the most recent of which 
was Reagan's first inaugural medal. That 
piece was designed by Edward J. Fraugh- 
ton, a Utah sculptor widely known for 
artworks depicting the American West. 

Reagan's second oath-taking was the na- 
tion's 50th presidential inauguration. To 
commemorate the occasion, the '85 inau- 
gural medal carries special lettering on its 
edge bearing the inscription 50th AMER- 
ICAN PRESIDENTIAL INAUGURATION.

The following article from the December 23, 1893, issue of HARPER’S WEEKLY was brought 
to our attention by ANA member R.f. Reed of Illinois. Regarding the unusual commemorative 
bowl described below, Reed commented, “1 wonder ... is it still aroundl” 


People are very familiar with Amer- 
ican family names that are associated 
with early American history and the so- 
called colonial times, but these names 
are generally those that came into prom- 
inence during the war of the Revolu- 
tion, or immediately preceding or 
following it. Of the earlier struggles of 
our forefathers against the French and 
Indians not so much is known, and few 
attempts have been made to preserve 
facts or commemorate deeds that con- 
tributed largely to American freedom, 
and whose records must exist in some 
measure or form in the possession of the 
descendants of the settlers of the nine 
original colonies. 

The purpose of the Society of Colonial 
Wars, which was incorporated a year or 
so ago under the laws of the State of 
New York, is to ^'perpetuate the names, 
memory or deeds of those brave and 
courageous men who in military, naval 
or civil service, by their acts or counsel, 
assisted in the establishment and con- 
tinuance of the American colonies." 

This is a short extract from the 
preamble to the constitution of the 
society. "The membership is to be 
handed down henceforward in the line 
of male descendants, as in the case of 
the Order of the Cincinnati." The eli- 
gibility to membership is based upon 
the proved descent from an ancestor 
(here again quoting from the constitu- 
tion) "who fought in battle with the 
Indians under colonial authority, or 
who served as a military, naval or 
marine officer, soldier, sailor or priva- 
teer in the forces of the colonies, or 



under the banner of Great Britain in 
America," from the time of the settle- 
ment of Jamestown, May 13, 1607, to 
the battle of Lexington, April 19, 1775. 

Similar societies have been formed in 
the States of Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Massachusetts and Connecticut, and in 
the District of Columbia. One is also 
about to be organized in New Jersey.

predate the practical aspects of shadows. He exploited them in his earth curvature calcula- 
tions. His references also allude to shadow money, which he learned about from a work by 
Ying-Yang (c. 400 B.C.), 25 rolls. It was rumored that Eratosthenes financed his work with a 
combination of Ptolemaic Council Grants and the proceeds from the sale of odd and curious 
currencies.

an extremely important ordering 
device in their culture. The clear, and 
by western standards, efficient method 
of keeping track of the day would have 
had almost paradoxical implications in 
a primitive society, because, for the 
most part, in such societies there need 
be little more than an understanding of 
the raw sun angle, i.e., the season of 
the year.2^ 

The ability to constantly monitor 
time, much as we do in western socie- 
ty today when we look at our watches 
or wall clocks, undoubtedly must have 
imparted to these people a sense of 
'"being" or "existence" that is un- 
paralleled in the human experience.^"* 
Thus, it is not difficult to appreciate 
that these people, in an effort to con- 
trol this cultural trait in a part of the 
world where little time need be 
allocated to the attainment and 
maintenance of food and shelter, 
would seek modes of trading that were 
both compatible with and 
complementary to this internal culture 
clock.^^ 

Balinese shadow money is part of a 
sophisticated mode of exchange that 
permits in a time-oriented cultural 
framework goods and prestige to be 
reciprocated in an amicable manner, 
much like the famous "potlatches" of 
the Northwest Coast (American) In- 
dians first reported by Captain Cook in 
the late- 18th century. 

The origin of this strange mode of 
exchange will forever remain shrouded 
in the unknowable past because little 
remains as documentary evidence but 
a few coins and records for which, 
regrettably, the interpretation remains 
imperfectly understood. However, one 
may be secure in the knowledge that 
future research on this exciting 
numismatic phenomenon will shed ad- 
ditional light on its use in 16th- 
century Balinese culture.

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established by the length of its 
shadow measured with a stick. If 
there be no shadow, no exchange be 
made, as it be supposed that the deal 
may be not an honest one.^^ 

It is likely that this odd system of 
exchange was hit upon as the best way 
to speed the bargaining process. Just 
as the seller would not wish the hag- 
gling to go on too long while his pro- 
duce spoiled in the sun, so the buyer 
would not like to see his money 
depreciate any more than necessary. 

While B. de Puntas' account is essen- 
tially correct, its interpretation of the 
significance of the shadow cast by the 
bar is in error. In actual fact, price 
was probably not established by the 
length of the bar's shadow: a price was 
probably agreed upon at some point 
during the discussion, and the casting 
of the shadow began the bargaining 
process. It would be agreed upon that 
bargaining was to be finished before 
the tip of the shadow reached a certain 
point on the stick, and at the close of 
the deal the shadow bar would change 
hands as a sort of receipt with which 
the seller could claim repayment at a 
later date.^^ 

That it was not customary to 
bargain on overcast days was simply 
due to the impossibility of measuring 
the time limitation, and it was this 
time limit that was very important, as 
it was considered more honorable to 
take a slight loss in the exchange than 
to waste time at the merchants' 
trade. The seller could always count 
on receiving full payment in due time, 
for he held the buyer's shadow bar, 
which, along with its pedigree, would 
be known to all the inhabitants of the 
area. It would mean a great loss of 
prestige for the buyer to leave his 
shadow bar too long in the hands of 
the seller. Replacement and return of 
the bar would be concluded, as before, 
within the time limitation delineated 
by the shadow. 

Any material loss encountered dur- 
ing such an exchange would be amply 
compensated with prestige. The best 
way to gain in prestige was to give 
away as much as possible, retaining 
the copper bars from the exchange as 
proof of generosity until such time as 


the buyer could afford to reciprocate 
for the return of the bars. Sometimes 
this would be impossible, and while 
the buyer lost much prestige, the seller 
gained.^® 

General Conclusions 

Ethnohistorical and anthropological 
studies indicate that the Balinese have 
a strong sense of perspective and that 
they are always aware of the "state" of 
that perspective throughout the day. In 
other words, they perceive the light- 
dark relationship generated by the 
sun's reflection or lack thereof from 
the various objects in their surround- 
ing environment (see Fig. 2).^^ 

According to native informants, they 
do this by calculating the length of the 
shadows as a ratio of the sun angle 
or elevation above the horizon 
(see Fig. 3).^^ Of course, this calcula- 
tion is a mental one, and for all prac- 
tical purposes is, with these peoples, 
an unconscious one. Nevertheless, it is

significance of transactions involving 
the exchange of shadow money, their 
descriptions of the exchange, as well as 
of the pieces themselves, provide 
useful information: 

. . . the natives employ an exceed- 
ingly strange form of currency, which 
they call u’gotabkid’n or shadow 
bars, on account of the odd manner 
by which they change hands. The 
coins be elongated oval pieces cut 
from a native copper sheet with such 
extreme care that they be as nearly 
identical in their dimensions as pos- 
sible. The coins have no intelligible 
design on their surfaces, although all 
have markings in similitude to a 
cloud or clump of foliage.^ 

The Collection 

The 24 shadow bar coins that reside 
in the Balinese Museum of Antiquities 
in Buleleng are all very similar in their 
physical characteristics. They are all of 
copper, weighing each on the average 
of 4,470 grains or approximately 309 
grams. ^ It must be noted that varia- 
tions in weight and configuration of 
these coins are too small to be exter- 
nally discernible.® In general, these 
coins are faintly reminiscent of iron- 
bar currency of Great Britain, but, of 
course, the cultural milieu within 
which they developed is incomparable 
(see Fig. 1).^ 

Observations 

Perhaps the most intriguing aspect 
of these two dozen coins is their 


remarkable uniformity in spite of the 
fact that they were made with what 
must be considered a primitive 
technology. The copper was cut 
manually from a 1.3-inch thick sheet; 
as such, one would not expect such a 
high degree of quality control to have 
been attained, or for that matter to 
have been possible.^® 

This remarkable feat is all the more 
singular in its achievement when one 
realizes that the collection does not 
represent a single coin hoard, but 
rather an assortment from five widely 
disparate locations. Both Dutch and 
Chinese traders, who plied the archi- 
pelago region, when making reference 
to the strange monies of the ^'islands," 
allude to its use in local markets and 
larger-scale trading networks. They 
also note that trading in the area of 
the ^'beautiful island'' could only be 
carried out during daylight hours, and 
then only during the morning and 
evening. 

These early comments, though cur- 
sory, do help to give some idea of how 
this unusual currency was employed, 
particularly when they are coupled 
with more recent ethnological and an- 
thropological studies. Captain Bar- 
tolemao de Puntas noted: 

. . . market times be limited to cer- 
tain hours of the early morning and 
evening. Price be established in the 
following wise: having deemed how 
much of a comodity (sic| the buyer 
wants, he holds his coin in a vertical

. . shadows, shadows everywhere, 
and not a deal to be made." 

attributed to the legendary chief, Sumtaycold 
(c. 1650-1695), who uttered these timeless words 
immediately before leaving the biomass, a feat 
he accomplished by hurling himself, while still 
clutching his shadow bar, from a promontory 
overlooking the ocean. 


There has been little mention of Balinese shadow money in numismatic 
literature. Though its origins are shrouded in the distant past, this unusual form 
of money is a manifestation of the culture that created it, as is witnessed by the 
brief accounts left by traders, ethnographers and anthropologists. Shadow money 
was employed as a means of determining bargaining parameters and served to 
store value in the form of prestige accrued during transactions. 


Introduction 

Bali is an island in the Dutch East 
Indies and is separated from Java on 
the west by a narrow, shallow strait. 
More specifically, it is a member of 
the Lesser Sunda island chain. Its in- 
habitants, Brahmans of an old cult, are 
culturally akin to the Malayan-Javanese 
and are highly-skilled sculptors and 
metal workers. Their chief products 
are rice, cotton, sugar, coffee and 
tobacco, which they have exported 
since the Dutch first began to intensify 
their trade in the area in the mid- 16th 
century. 

Historical Perspective 

Little is known of the pre-colonial 
money of Bali. This is somewhat sur- 


prising given the much wider publicity 
afforded Balinese shadow puppets.^ 
Early travellers reported that shadow 
moneys, as it was called, could still be 
seen in the city of Buleleng as recently 
as I72D, and it is possible that it con- 
tinued in use even longer in more 
remote parts of the island, where 
rugged mountains and, in the North, 
mangrove swamps limited communica- 
tion with Buleleng. After 1602, 
however, the Dutch East India Com- 
pany gradually ousted the use of 
shadow money in commercial 
transactions."^ 

Portuguese traders were the first 
Europeans to note the existence of 
shadow money. ^ Although they were 
unable to comprehend the social

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totally concealing her well-shaped neck. 
Victoria's profile is similar to that of 
Theed's diademed head — strong and clear- 
cut. Her expression is serious but confi- 
dent, even gracious, as of one who has 
known sorrow but who faces the future 
without fear. The flesh of the face, chin 
and neck is firm and smooth, without a 
hint of the sagging and wrinkles of age. 
It is truly a masterful portrait. 

The companion medals struck for Brit- 
ain bear Sir Thomas Brock's noble head 
of the veiled Queen — the same portrait 
that G.W. E)e Saulles used ten years later, 
in 1893, for circulating British coinage. 
The diadem is of the familiar pattern bear- 
ing a cresting of jewelled crosses and 
fleurs-de-lis, though on close inspection 
one might observe that here the crosses 
are smaller and more closely ranked. A 
veil is draped over the diadem as before, 
but falls farther over the neck and 
shoulder. 

The face still is that of a lady of dignity 
and refinement, though it shows her 
age— not in wrinkles or sagging flesh, but 
in subtler ways, such as the hint of a 
double chin. The most striking difference 
between this likeness and the Jubilee por- 
trait is the absence of signs of agitation 
and strain. This is the face of a lady at 
peace. 

As usual, a spate of medals followed the 
design of circulating coins in 1893. In 
1897 the British South Africa Company 
produced a medal for Rhodesia with a 
"profile of Queen Victoria [that] closely 
resembles ... the Diamond Jubilee coin- 
age of Great Britain, though it is of slightly 
inferior conception."^ An earlier medal, 
the Second India General Service medal 
of 1895, bore a more authentic likeness, 
the work of Brock. ^ The master's hand 
evidentally created the Canadian Service 
medal of 1899, presented to veterans of 
the Fenian Raids of 1866-70 and the Red

River engagement of the latter year, thirty 
years after it had been won.® 

The designation "Diamond Jubilee" 
refers to the 1897 celebration of the 
Queen's sixtieth year of reign. Many civil 
medals were struck for the occasion, some 
bearing the Golden Jubilee likeness de- 
signed by Boehm, but most carrying some 
version of Brock's portrait. Most notable 
among these is a set of gold, silver and 
copper medals of various sizes by De 
Saulles, which bear on the obverse Brock's 
"veiled head" and on the reverse William 
Wyon's "young head," thus tying together 
the beginning and end of Victoria's long 
reign. It was a fitting conclusion, as four 
years later she was to lay down her toil- 
some labors and retire to a welcome rest. 
It was the sunset of a golden century. 

An architect by occupation, LAWRENCE W.

who had succeeded his father William as 
chief engraver of the Royal Mint, pro- 
duced the coins using Boehm's medal as 
his model. "When the design was lowered 
in relief and reduced in size," says Stack, 
''the effect was not successful."^ The dif- 
ferences are minute but telling. On the 
coin the Queen's head is erect but weary; 
on the medal it is tilted slightly higher, 
giving her a look of alertness. The nose 
is more strongly chiseled, the forehead 
higher, the eye more deeply set, the 
mouth and chin firmer. 

But we must not condemn Wyon too 
harshly. The lowered relief and reduced 
size were dictated by the necessities of the 
coining process. A third factor was not, 
however. Wyon seems to have tried to 
soften the Queen's look of age, tension 
and strain, but in so doing he lost some 
of the strength and vigor of the Queen's 
indomitable spirit. Nonetheless, even 
with its faults, Wyon's portrait preserves 
the majesty of the Queen's presence. The 
lustrous silver crown is unforgettable, and 
a complete set of the gold and silver coins 
comprises a breathtaking display. 

TUe only Commonwealth nation to re- 
peat the Queen's Jubilee portrait was 
Cyprus in 1901. However, in the home- 
land, during the years 1887-97, medals 
bearing Jubilee likenesses of the Queen 
proliferated. Some were fairly accurate 
copies, while others were ingenious varia- 
tions. Many were quite well done — partic- 
ularly those by Frank Bowcher and Anton 
Scharff — though none were able to equal 
Boehm's artistry. Even after British coin- 
age and civil medals passed on to a new 
design, military medals continued the 
Jubilee theme with the Queen's South

Africa medal of 1899-1902 and the China 
medal of 1900. 

The second category of "veiled Queen" 
numismatic portraits does not actually 
form a "chain." While the first and last 
links are known, the existence of any in- 
termediate links is a matter requiring en- 
lightenment from some better-informed 
reader. 

Again, the original design comes from 
L.C. Wyon. In developing this portrait he 
may have had in his mind's eye the an- 
cient figure of the Ptolemaic Queen 
Arsinoe II of the 3rd century B.C. Her 
coins show her wearing a veil over a flat- 
topped diadem; Wyon portrayed his own 
Queen in a similar manner. 

This new portrait first appeared in 
1874 on a military medal for the Ashantee 
campaign. It was repeated on the Egyptian 
medal in 1882 and the Northwest Canada 
medal in 1885. In 1883 a larger version 
was employed for an impressive set of 
gold and silver civil medals issued simul- 
taneously in Britain and Canada for the 
International Fisheries Exhibition. The 
medals feature identical reverses but dif- 
ferent obverse designs — only the Canadian 
medals bear Wyon's veiled head of the 
Queen. 

The design is worthy of close inspec- 
tion. Victoria's diadem is of a type not 
previously seen on her coinage. Its top is 
level, without the cresting of crosses and 
fleurs-de-lis; instead it is finished with a 
single row of beads. Below, the band is 
crowded with a series of large gems in fine 
settings. A veil is draped over the diadem, 
touching the Queen's shoulders but not

for the campaign of 1867. The same 
design was used again in 1888 on a civil 
medal for the National Agricultural and 
Industrial Association of Queensland in 
Australia. 

This portrait serves as the first link in 
a chain. The second link surfaced in 1872 
on another medal designed by J.S. and A.B. 
Wyon, this one for an International Ex- 
hibition in London. The Queen's face is 
almost the same— having lost a bit of its 
lively expression, perhaps— but the crown 
is changed. Around the head lies the same 
jeweled band with its cresting of alternate 
crosses and fleurs-de-lis, but from it sprout 
four arches that meet in the center to 
form a cross, creating a crown of the sort 
familiar to collectors of King George V's 
coinage. 

The third link came to light in 1881 — a 
military medal struck for the Afghan cam- 
paign of 1878-80. The Queen's pose is the 
same, though her profile is sharper and her 
demeanor tense and strained. Her crown 
is exactly the same as on the 1873 Exhibi- 
tion medal, except that the arches have 
been raised to display the fleurs-de-lis to 
better advantage. The artist is new, and 
this time not a member of the Wyon 
clan — his name is Jacob Edgar Boehm. His 
medal has a familiar look, and it ought to, 
being the forerunner of the celebrated 
Jubilee medal of 1887. 

According to Stack, the Jubilee issue is 
"a large and handsome medal by Sir J. 
Edgar Boehm, struck to commemorate 
the accomplishment of the Queen's fifti- 
eth year on the throne . . . An unflatter- 


ing bust of the Queen wearing a small 
crown fixed to her widow's cap of tradi- 
tional German Royal mourning, the Star 
and Ribband of the Garter, and the Badge 
of the Crown of India. 

The Queen's face does show age and 
tension, but, unflattering or not, it is the 
depiction of a matron of refinement and 
great strength of character. The pose is the 
same as that of the previous medal, but 
the crown, though the same type, is 
shrunk to a ridiculously small size. Quite 
likely the Queen herself had ordered it so 
to minimize the fatigue of balancing the 
heavy metal headgear through long hours 
of Jubilee processions and ceremonies. 

British gold and silver coinage of 1887 
and the following few years carried the 
same pattern. Leonard Charles Wyon,

the Queen as she appeared at the time of 
the Prince's death? She was then 42 years 
old, and still quite handsome. Her veil, 
falling to the shoulder, conceals the back 
of her neck, and over it she wears a dia- 
dem, its jeweled crosses alternating with 
fleurs-de-lis in a design only slightly 
different from her earlier diadems. 

Another piece, inscribed INDIAN 
CHIEFS OF TFiE NORTHWEST TERRITORIES, 
bears an identical portrait (LeRoux 1 190), 
while a third, also an Indian Chiefs 
medal, carries a similar portrayal but is 
signed "f S. and A.B. Wyon" (LeRoux 
1191), Joseph having collaborated with his 
brother, Alfred Benjamin, on the design. 
The latter portrait, similarly signed, ap- 
peared in 1869 on two British military 
medals: a New Zealand specimen, for 
belated presentation to soldiers who had 
served in the Maori uprisings between 
1845 and 1866; and the Abyssinia medal 


The Afghanistan military medal of 1881, 
designed by f.E. Boehm.

The death of her husband, Prince 
Albert, in 1861 was a crushing blow to 
Queen Victoria. "'It is impossible to exag- 
gerate the grief of the widowed Queen. 
Other women have loved their husbands 
as dearly, but not all, nor perhaps many, 
of these have experienced so long and so 
poignantly what Tennyson, Victoria's 
favorite poet, called 'sorrow's crown of 
sorrow,' the continued overshadowing of 
the present by the never-forgotten bright- 
ness of the past. The Queen's mourning, 
alike in form and in fact, was indefinitely 
prolonged."^ 

For many years afterward she withdrew 
more and more from the public eye, main- 
taining that she was "discharging with 
unremitting industry the essential, as 
distinct from the ornamental, duties of 
her office."^'*^ As an expression of grief 
she took the veil, and she seems never to 
have allowed herself to be seen or pictured 
without it. 

An apparent exception is William Theed's 
diademed portrait. Its first appearance, to 
the best of this author's knowledge, was 
on the Hong Kong dollar of 1866. The 
Queen's expression is sufficiently sorrow- 
ful to be that of a widow, yet if Theed had 
begun work on the model as early as 1861, 
it would have pre-dated her actual widow- 
hood. Certainly all other numismatic por- 
traits after that date show her veiled. 

Queen Victoria's veiled likenesses fall 
naturally into two categories — one in 
which she wears the crown over the veil, 
and another in which the veil covers the 
crown. The first category at least seems 
to show a definite line of development, an 
early example being the Confederation 
medal of 1867 (LeRoux 1 185), designed by 
Joseph Shepherd Wyon (chief engraver of 
seals from 1858-73 and a first cousin once 
removed of William Wyon, chief engraver 
at the Royal Mint from 1828-51) and 
struck to celebrate the union of Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, and Upper and 
Lower Canada (Ontario and Quebec) to 
form the Dominion of Canada. 

Does Wyon's design accurately portray

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lectiblc; most exist only in the archives of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 
The national bank circulating notes, discussed in the preceding pages, might cause 
a certain amount of frustration for many collectors of national bardc notes, the 
fastest growing segment of the paper money collecting fraternity. If the 1873 series 
had been issued, one more series of notes would have joined the many elusive 
national bank notes that continue to challenge collectors. Instead, collectors can 
only dream about the notes that will now be added to the list of essays, or notes 
that "'might have been."

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University. Although at a glance some might say that this is a partial proof of the 
1878 and 1880 silver certificates of the same denomination, there are differences. 
The word FIFTY at the lower left is located where the serial number appears on 
the silver certificate; and the smaller portrait is positioned farther to the left and 
just a little higher. Records at the BEP are incomplete for this essay; however, the 
die number, 2125, is sequentially close to numbers assigned to some denomina- 
tions in the series. Also, as we have seen, portions of the $1, $10 and $20 notes 
later were used on silver certificates of 1878 and 1880. In this instance everything 
from the incomplete $50 design was used later on the silver certificate (F323-329, 
H1014g-1022). 



There is no physical evidence that either face or back designs for these three 
denominations have survived, or were ever made. These notes were to be included 
in the series of 1873, as evidenced by two BEP letters — one of April 12 addressed 
to the American Bank Note Company and another of April 17 addressed to the 
National Bank Note Company— that requested engraving and printing costs for 
back designs.^® 


This writer has a particular interest in, and a fascination for, bank note designs, 
which for many reasons — most unknown — went unissued. Very few essays are col- 
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The first attempt to honor naval hero David G. Farragut (1801-70) on our paper 
money was not successful, and the $20 national bank circulating note remains an 
essay like the other denominations. The portrait of Farragut, designed by Charles 
Schlecht, ultimately was used on the $100 treasury notes of 1890 and 1891 
(F377 and 378, HI 242 and 1243). 

The upper and lower engraved numerals and counters on the right were used 
later on the $20 silver certificate of 1878 and 1880 (F305-312, H808-817). The Con- 
tinental Bank Note Company was chosen to prepare the back design for the note, 
and on April 30, 1873, a model was returned to the company, along with a tracing 
of the desired changes. An accompanying letter noted the changes to be made: 

The word CIRCULATING NOTE is to be use instead of TWENTY DOLLARS, and the 
panel to be a little narrower. The words NATIONAL CURRENCY to be white-faced let- 
ters, with a heavy black shading to letters on the counters. The comer pieces to be 
smaller, as indicated in the tracing; the lower left-hand corner piece, however, need 
not be smaller than it now is in the model. The lathe work not to be too black or 
heavy. There should be a vignette of some kind and the state arms in the center of 
the note. No work is to be used which has been previously used for other purposes.*^ 






Following the receipt of the requested changes, the model was again returned to 
the company on July 24. This time the border was approved except for ''20" in the 
upper counter, "one of which was to be antique or dark-faced, with some variation 
in the style of drawing." The same comments applied "to the small '20' in the 
comer border on the sides of the tablet with lettering." The vignette, it was said, 
was too similar to one "we already have."^^ 

Even after all the alterations were made, it appears that this back design was 
rejected. We find that on Au^st 29 the Continental Bank Note Company was re- 
quested to prepare a new design. Three days later, the BEP urged the company to 
complete its new task as soon as possible. 



The last of the known face designs is an incomplete proof of the $50 note. This 
design, engraved by Charles Schlecht, bears a portrait of Edward Everett 
(1794-1865), who at the age of 21 was appointed a professor of Greek at Harvard

The engraver numeral and counter at the upper right was later used on the $10 
silver certificate of 1878 and 1880 (F283-290, H578-589) and the 1879 refunding 
certificate (F214, H604) of the same denomination. 

On March 10, 1873, the BEP wrote to the American Bank Note Company to 
request that a model for the back of the $10 and $20 notes be submitted. Cor- 
respondence dated between May 22 and September 1 that verifies plate preparation 
and printing of the backs can be found in the National Archives. The model 
prepared by the National Bank Note Company was approved on May 22. A letter 
from the National Bank Note Company dated September 16, 1873, acknowledges 
the following order for back impressions: 5,000 for New York; 2,000 each for 
Tennessee and New Jersey; and 1,000 each for Maine, Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island.^'* On November 12 an order was acknowledged for 1,500 impressions for 
Michigan and 2,000 more for Massachusetts.^^ 
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On the new note the signatures of the bank officers appear in the centre, instead of 
at the bottom, as in the old one, and the names of the Treasury officials are at the 
bottom, that of General Spinner being at the right instead of the left. At the top of the 
new note, on the right-hand side above the lathe work, the names of the city and state 
wherein the bank is located will appear. Much of the lettering on the face of the old 
note is omitted from the face of the new one, and put on the back instead. Two large 
Vs complete the face, one at either end of the cycloidal work. Another feature of the 
new note will be the numbering panel on the face beneath the signature of King. 

The background of this panel is so arranged in fugitive colors that any attempt to alter 
the number will mutilate the whole. The bank number will appear upon this plate 
and the Government numbers upon the back of the note in blue figures. 

The engraved '"5" and the counter at the upper right corner was later used on 
all $5 second charter national notes. On July 17 the American Bank Note Com- 
pany wrote to the BEP to say, as requested, that ^Tatented July 24th, 1866" would 
be added to the left end of the back.^^ It was stated in a letter of July 19 that the 
standing figure of America could be used if the state "arms" as seen on national 
currency was used. 

The back design of the $5 note was described in The Banker's Magazine: "The 
back of the note is neatly designed and bordered by an elaborate scroll-work, with 
the word FIVE in each comer. In the centre is a classical figure representing 
America, and beneath this the words 'This note is receivable,' etc."*^ 



As stated in the circular of the Secretary of the Treasury, the $10 note was the 
first denomination of this series to be prepared, and, indeed, proof notes with at 
least 13 different national bank names have been observed at the BEP. Designed 
by Charles Schlecht, the portrait on each is that of William Fi. Seward (1801-72), 
President Lincoln's Secretary of State. The annual report of the National Currency 
Bureau of 1874 lists 5,625 impressions of the $10 note as having been made. A 
number of proof specimens of this denomination reside at the BEP, and all bear 
the "A" plate letter: 

National Bank of Delaware, Wilmington, Charter 1420, December 1, 1873 
Rock Island National Bank, Illinois, Charter 1889, December 1, 1873 
National Bank of Lebanon, Kentucky, Charter 1694, December 2, 1873 
First National Bank of Bmnswick, Maine, Charter 192, December 1, 1873 
Fiolyoke National Bank, Massachusetts, Charter 1939, December 2, 1873 
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on our paper money can be attributed to the back of the $1,000 U.S. note of 1878 
(F187a, H1380). The Continental Bank Note Company was requested, in a letter 
dated September 1, 1873, to complete a back design for this note/ A letter from 
the National Bank Note Company dated August 28, 1873, stated that a model 
would be sent.® 



A portrait of Robert Morris (1734-1806), our first and only Superintendent of 
Finance and a signer of the Declaration of Independf ace, can be found on the 
$1,000 U.S. notes of 1862 and 1863. He almost mad a second appearance on the 
$5 note of the unissued 1873 series.^ Another $5 de ^gn, the one that probably 
would have been issued, bears a portrait of Rufus King (1755-1827), delegate to the 
Federal Constitutional Convention in 1787, U.S. senator (1796- 1803, 1813-1825) 
and minister to Great Britain (1796-1803, 1825-1826). Botn portraits were engraved 
by Charles Burt. 

The Banker’s Magazine of August 1873 described this "latest pattern." Some 
alterations must have been made after the description was printed, as the 
signatures, for example, are not located as described in the following excerpt. 
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A letter from the American Bank Note Company dated July 28, 1873, and 
another letter from the National Bank Note Company dated August 7, 1873, men- 
tion back designs for the $1 denomination.^ Neither these nor any other back 
designs for this entire series have been recorded. 



Thomas Ewing (1789-1871), who served as Secretary of the Treasury in 1841, ap- 
pears on the $2 note in an engraving attributed to Charles Burt. Some might find 
it interesting to learn that Civil War hero William T. Sherman was the adopted 
son of Ewing. Sherman's portrait was chosen to appear on the $500 treasury (coin) 
note of 1891. However, like the $20 national bank circulating note, the $500 
treasury note was not issued, and thus neither man was honored on United States 
paper money. 

If issued, the $2 note would have been the first piece of United States currency 
to bear the dollar sign ($). Although the overlapping US, as seen on the $1 note of 
1869, gives the appearance of a dollar sign, it is not. The first use of this symbol 
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American, National and Continental 
bank note companies were in the proc- 
ess of doing this. 

The design patterns themselves are 
created by skilled artists who operate 
the geometric lathe. The creation of an 
infinite number of patterns is possible, 
and thus the craftsmen must keep ac- 
curate records of the gear settings. 

A soft steel shell is secured in posi- 
tion, and the stylus remains stationary 
as the bed of the lathe on which the 
plate or die has been secured is placed 
in motion by motor-driven gears and 
cams. The result is a design of in- 
terlacing lines that would be virtually 
impossible to duplicate by hand 
engraving. 

The two Mint engravers largely 
responsible for the notes discussed 
here — Charles Burt and Charles 
Schlecht — were both Europeans by 
birth. Charles Burt was born in Edin- 
burgh, Scotland, in 1822 and emigrated 
to New York in 1836. During the 


mid- 19th century — when private bank 
note companies competed for contracts 
to print fiscal paper that was issued by 
local, state and federal governments, 
and certificates issued by corpo- 
rations — Charles Burt was en- 
gaged as an engraver by 1 1 different 
companies: Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & 
Edson; British- American; Homer Lee; 
John A. Lowell; New York; Western; 
American; Baldwin, Gleason; Con- 
tinental; and International. Before he 
died in Brooklyn in 1892, Burt worked 
as an engraver for the BEP. 

Bom in Stutgart, Germany, in 1843, 
Charles Schlecht came to New York 
City in 1852. In 1859 the young 
Schlecht was apprenticed as an 
engraver at the American Bank Note 
Company, and one of his teachers was, 
coincidently, Charles Burt. Charles 
Schlecht was an engraver for the 
Western Bank Note Company in the 
mid- 1860s and in 1893 was appointed 
an engraver at the BEP. He died in 1932. 



The $1 national bank circulating note essay, far from complete, bears a portrait 
engraved by Charles Schlecht of Nathaniel Greene (1742-86), a Revolutionary War 
hero who came from a Quaker background. Progress on this and the $50 
denomination, as you will see, appears to have come to an abmpt halt when the 
Secretary of the Treasury made the fateful announcement. Notwithstanding, the 
engraved counter was modified and later used in the same position on the $100 
silver certificate of 1878 and 1880 (F336-342, H1212-1219).

The last statement was intended to 
mollify the officers of the national 
banks who had expressed dissatisfac- 
tion at being burdened with this new 
expense. 

The Comptroller of the Currency 
reassured the bankers,- the federal 
government, he said, would pay for the 
new notes. In the annual report of 
1873 the comptroller stated that the 
"'Government receives benefit of all 
lost and worn-out notes not finally 
returned for redemption, and the 
amount to be finally realized from this 
source alone is estimated to be much 
greater than the amount required ..." 
to replace old notes. 


Between 1974 and 1979 this writer 
was fortunate to uncover some of the 
designs that were prepared as trial 


notes, or essays, for the 1873 issue. 
Recently, while researching another 
subject, I was again fortunate to find 
what I consider to be the remaining 
examples. All designs are in the ar- 
chives of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing (BEP) in Washington, D.C. 

It was not until October 1, 1877, 
that the BEP could perform as a self- 
sufficient department that engraved 
and printed stamps.^ Until that time 
the services of private bank note com- 
panies were necessary. In 1873 the 
artists at the BEP were allowed to 
design, engrave and print the face 
designs for the planned national bank 
circulating notes. Nevertheless, the 
equally-capable designers and engravers 
at private bank note companies were 
required to prepare the back designs. 
Correspondence in the United States 
National Archives verifies that the 
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Unissued National Bank 
Circulating Notes of

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
decided to make no change in the 
engraving or printing of the new series 
of National Bank notes, except that the 
[first charter, original series] notes are 
to be printed on distinctive paper and 
marked ‘‘Series of 1875” . . 

These words prevented an entire 
series of notes from being issued, and 
denied collectors the thrill of searching 
for and the pleasure of adding notes 
'That might have been" to their collec- 
tions.^ The National Currency Act was 
passed on February 25, 1863; the first 
notes were issued on December 21 of 
the same year. Although not the first 
bank to be chartered, the First National 
Bank of Washington, D.C., had the 
distinction of issuing the first notes. 

Early in January 1864, approximately 
$30,500 had been issued by 150 
chartered banks. By 1873 the outstand- 
ing amount of national bank notes had 
increased more than ten-thousand fold 
to $350,000,000; the number of 
chartered banks totaled 2,131, or 15 
times the number of January 1864. An 
equal amount of U.S. legal-tender 
notes also was outstanding in 1873; 
however, one third of this amount was 
held by national banks as required 
reserve. In 1873 the population of the 
United States was 43,000,006, and, 
therefore, the per capita distribution of 
national bank notes was about $8, or 
$13 including "greenbacks." 

The Act of March 3, 1873, author- 
ized newly-designed notes to replace 


overcirculated, worn and soiled na- 
tional bank notes, as evidenced by the 
following section of the act: 

For replacing worn and mutilated 
circulating notes of national banking 
associations, and for engraving and 
preparing, in such manner and on 
such paper and of such design as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may 
prescribe, new circulation notes for 
such associations to replace notes of 
a design and denomination now suc- 
cessfully counterfeited, six thousand 
dollars; provided that said national 
banking associations shall re-imburse 
the Treasury the cost of circulating 
notes furnished under this provision. 

Soon after the act was passed, the 
Secretary of the Treasury issued a 
circular directing 

the Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing to prepare at 
once a new $10 plate for national 
bank notes, from which shall be 
printed upon the distinctive paper 
designated by the Secretary for use in 
the printing of bonds and notes, and 
other obligations of the United 
States, all the $10 notes hereafter 
required to be printed for the national 
banks. The $10 notes already printed 
and on hand will be delivered to the 
national banks as usual for the 
present, but no new notes of that 
denomination will be ordered to be 
printed from the old plates. National 
bank notes of other denominations 
will be printed and furnished as 
heretofore, without the expense to 
the banks until otherwise advised.^ 
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^

Legislation to Create 
Statue of Liberty 
Commemorative 


Legislation authorizing 
the minting and sale of 
coins to commemorate the 
centennial of the Statue of 
Liberty was introduced in 
Congress on January 2 by 
Representative Frank An- 
nunzio, chairman of the 
House Consumer Affairs 
and Coinage Subcommittee. 
Sales of the proposed gold, 
silver and copper-nickel 
coins reportedly will raise 
up to $135 million to help 
defray restoration costs of 
the Statue and Ellis Island, 
both of which are in dire 
need of repair. The Statue 
of Liberty-Ellis Island 
Foundation plans to spend 


$230 million to refurbish 
the two historical sites. 

Three different coins are 
authorized by the bill: one- 
half million pieces contain- 
ing one-quarter ounce of 
gold each; ten million tradi- 
tional dollars containing 
more than three-quarter 
ounces of silver; and 25 
million copper-nickel half 
dollars. The gold coin will 
commemorate the centen- 
nial of the Statue in 1986, 
while the silver issue will 
symbolize the use of Ellis 
Island as a gateway for im- 
migrants, and the half dollar 
will honor the contributions 
of immigrants to America. 

'The Statue of Liberty 
and Ellis Island will stand 
for generations as testament 
to the American immigra- 
tion story. Children and 
grandchildren will be able 
to go and literally walk in 
the footsteps of our 
ancestors. When President 
Grover Cleveland accepted 
the Statue of Liberty, he 
made the following promise: 
'We will not forget that 
Liberty has here made her 
home; nor shall her chosen 
altar be neglected.' With 
this legislation, we will 
keep that promise," noted 
Annunzio.

Error Coin Legitimized 

Error Trends Coin 
Magazine reports it has ob- 
tained firm evidence that 
folded strike coins are in- 
deed made inside the 
Mint — accidentally — and 
that the errors now are to 
be considered genuine, 
legitimate error coins that 
are collectible. For many 
years there reportedly was a 
cloud of suspicion about 
these unusual error 
varieties, with various ex- 
perts unable to explain how 
they were made. Mint of- 
ficials also expressed doubt 
about the authenticity of 
the pieces. 

In October 1984, Error 
Trends sent a specimen of 
the folded strike error to 
the Mint, and the resulting 
evaluation is printed '"ver- 
batim"' in the December 
issue of ETCM, accom-

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medal bequested to the 
ANS in 1933; the medal il- 
lustrated in the catalog of 
the 1951 Weihman Collec- 
tion sale is the specimen 
donated by the Stacks. 

The two gold Bliss medals 
now rest together in the 
trays of the ANS, and the 
history of their separate 
wanderings for the last 135 
years presents a puzzle to 
numismatic scholars. 



Souvenir Card Features 
Gold Certificate 


The BEP's souvenir card 
for the Long Beach Numis- 
matic and Philatelic Ex- 
position, held January 31- 
February 3, features a 
replica of the back of a rare 
Series 1865 $20 gold certif- 
icate, along with a 1948 
stamp commemorating the 
California gold rush. Gold 
certificates of this series 
were used primarily within 
banks and clearinghouses 
and were never placed into 
general circulation. Previ- 
ously the BEP has depicted 
gold currency on souvenir 
cards for International Paper 
Money Shows in Memphis, 
Teimessee, in June 1981 and 
June 1984. 

The deep-purple 1948 


three-cent stamp depicts 
Sutter's Mill at Coloma, 
where James Marshall's 
discovery started the 
California gold rush. In the 
upper right comer are 
crossed pick and shovel, 
upon which is superimposed 
a prospector's pan bearing 
the denomination. 

The souvenir card sells 
for $4, or $4.50 for a special 
hand-cancelled card carrying 
the "Flag-over-the-Supreme- 
Court" stamp. Mail orders

Olympic Coin Sales 
Exceed Expectations 

United States Treasurer 
Katherine Ortega announced 
in December that the U.S. 
Olympic coin program 
reached its goal of raising 
$65 million in Olympic 
contributions nearly two 
months ahead of schedule. 
Strong November sales of 
$3. 1 million produced a 
total net profit of $65.2 mil- 
lion for the United States 
Olympic Committee, repre- 
senting total sales of 4.5 
million coins. 

Ortega noted, "By 
reaching our goal, a dream 
has become a reality. The 
U.S. government has spon- 
sored this Olympic fund- 
raising effort that will 
provide long-range support 
for the nation's amateur 
athletes." Proceeds from the 
program are earmarked for 
the newly-created Olympic 
Foundation to be admin- 
istered by the USOC. 

Production of Olympic 
coins ceased on December 


31, 1984, and the dies were 
destroyed at a special 
ceremony at the Treasury 
on January 3, 1985. Unsold 
coins will be melted down 
later in the year. 


Illegal Souvenir Cards 

Coin clubs producing 
souvenir cards are warned 
that federal law prohibits 
the reproduction of official 
U.S. paper money for such 
purposes. A Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing 
spokeswoman confirmed 
that private souvenir cards 
depicting U.S. paper money 
technically violate the 
United States code. Several 
clubs recently have issued 
souvenir cards depicting na- 
tional bank notes instead of 
privately-produced obsolete 
notes. 

The BEP noted that the 
July Supreme Court deci- 
sion broadening use of 
photographic reproductions 
of notes in publications 
does not permit private 
souvenir cards featuring 
U.S. paper money. Addi- 
tionally, altering the size of 
notes depicted on souvenir 
cards to within accepted 
parameters does not make 
them legal. She quoted the 
Secret Service as saying that 
possession of photographic 
plates of U.S. paper money, 
which is necessary for 
souvenir card production, 
also violates the law. 


Peace Medals Exhibited 

The National Portrait 
Gallery, a bureau of the 
Smithsonian Institution, 
features a new exhibit titled 
" 'Peace and Friendship': 
Indian Peace Medals in the 
United States," which will 
run through April 21. The 
exhibit, located in galleries 
205 and 207, includes 
medals, portraits and photo- 
graphs that illustrate the 
significant role peace 
medals played in relations 
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junior faculty members 
with a degree in one of 
these fields. Restricted to 
individuals affiliated with 
colleges and universities in 
the United States and 
Canada, each grant will 
carry a stipend of $1,200. 

The ANS also will award 
a fellowship of $3,500 to a 
university student in the 
fields of humanities or 
social sciences who 1) will 
have completed the general 
examinations (or the 
equivalent] for a doctorate 
degree; 2) will be writing a 
dissertation during the 
academic year 1985-86 on a 
topic in which the use of 
numismatic evidence plays 
a significant role; and 3) has 
attended one of the ANS's 
graduate seminars prior to 
the time of application.

Completed 
applications must be filed 
by March 1, 1985; awards 
will be announced no later 
than April 1, 1985. 

Bliss Medals 
Remain Mysterious 

A gold medal presented to 
the American Numismatic 
Society by Norman and 
Harvey Stack has brought to 
light an amazing coin- 
cidence and raised impor- 
tant questions about medals 
struck by the United States 
Mint. This piece, the Colo- 
nel Bliss medal struck in 
1849, originally was thought 
to be unique (see The 
Numismatist, January 1985, 
p. 17). However, a compar- 
ison with the Society's 
collection revealed it to be 
identical with a gold medal 
that the ANS received in a 
1933 bequest. 

Engraved by C.C. Wright, 
the medal was struck by 
the State of New York to 
honor William Bliss, a 
native son who distinguished 


himself in the Mexican War 
and later was chief aide 
to President Zachary Taylor. 
The Mint struck the piece 
under a policy that allowed 
the chief coiner to make 
medals for outside parties as 
a private undertaking. It is 
not known how many gold 
strikings were made, but it 
is highly probable that the 
two pieces now in the ANS 
collection represent the en- 
tire issue in gold. 

A gold specimen undoubt- 
edly was presented to Bliss, 
the whereabouts of which is 
not known. A catalog of the 
numismatic collection of 
the New York State Library 
dated 1854 lists a copy of 


the Bliss medal in Califor- 
nia gold, establishing the 
existence of a second piece 
by that date. The library's 
collection was largely 
dispersed early in this cen- 
tury, and no specimens of 
the medal reside there 
presently. 

The earliest known auc- 
tion record for a gold Bliss 
medal is from a 1923 sale 
conducted by B. Max Mehl, 
in which the piece is 
described as having been in 
the possession of one party 
since its issue. Was this the 
original Bliss specimen, 
finally given up by his 
heirs? No document records 
the provenance of the Bliss 
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Israel Issues First Souvenir Card 

The Bank of Israel has released its first souvenir card, 
which depicts the reverse of a £5 bank note, dated 1958 and 
issued by the Second Bank of Israel. A seal bearing the Lion 
of Judah, discovered in Meggido in 1904, inspired the note's 
vignette. Limited to a mintage of 15,000, the card sells for 
$6 postpaid from the American Israel Numismatic Associa- 
tion, P.O. Box 25790, Tamarac, FL 33320. 
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Stella Vanishes in Mail 

An 1879 $4 gold Stella, 
sent by registered mail to 
the West Coast on Novem- 
ber 19, has vanished in the 
mail, according to a U.S. 
postal inspector in El Paso, 
Texas. Valued at $44,000, 
the 1879 Flowing Hair type 
in Proof 65/63 has been 
traced to Los Angeles, 
where the apparent theft 
occurred. The coin was lot 
1435 in the November auc- 
tion of the Emery and 
Nichols Collection. 

The coin's owner, dealer 
Larry Hanks, has asked area 
dealers to beware if they are 
offered the piece, which is 
identifiable by two carbon 
spots on the reverse at 
7 o'clock, on either side of 
the F in FOUR. Persons 
having information about 
the coin should contact 
their local postal inspector. 


Tract Explores 
English Currency 

Published by Spink and 
Sons of London, Currencies 
of the Anglo-Norman Isles 
by A.L.T. McCammon has 
been released in hardcover. 
The 365-page volume is a 
text and catalog of coins, 
tokens, medals, checks and 
bank notes from ancient 
times to the present. 

Topics include 
numismatic discussions 
about the ancient Armorica, 


Coriosolites, Celts and 
Romans, as well as the 
Merovingian, Carolingian, 
Norman and Toumois 
periods of the Middle Ages. 
Other topics include token 
coinage (1800-1830), Sir 
Isaac Brock half pennies, 
Channel Islands paper 
money, Guernsey and Jersey 
coinages, German occupa- 
tion money, commemora- 
tives, medals, checks and 
"other curiosities." Modem 
issues of coins and paper 
currency are presented in 
catalog fashion with 
reference numbers but 
without value estimates.

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Collector Encourages Retention 
of Grading Service 

Such a controversy, this matter of 
ANACS grading! Should ANACS abandon 
the program altogether? Should they ex- 
pand the service? Should they be less con- 
servative? Do they have enough qualified 
graders? All these, and many other ques- 
tions, have been asked repeatedly in re- 
cent months. Curiously, it seems those 
opposed to the grading service usually 
have some special interests. As a new 
member of the ANA and a collector of 
Morgan dollars, 1 wish to express my 
views on the matter. 

At last count, I had purchased coins 
from 22 different dealers in the past two 
years. Most of these purchases were mail 
transactions, and I can honestly say that, 
on the whole, my experiences have been 
good ones. The variations in grading stan- 
dards, however, have been simply incred- 
ible! I have come to appreciate immensely 
the fact that I can submit a coin to an un- 
biased third party for an opinion. At the 
same time, the service is helping me to 
become much more proficient at personal 
grading and assessment of prospective 
coin purchases. 

I find it very interesting that some pro- 
fessionals want ANACS to drop this val- 
uable program. They profess to have 
numerous valid reasons, but I wonder if 
the truth is that they know they have 
been selling overgraded material or that 
they are offended at the mere thought of 
having their own grading expertise ques- 
tioned or challenged. 

Some dealers have indicated that 
ANACS grading causes considerable 
problems with the dealer-client relation- 
ship. If, in fact, that statement is true, 
customer rapport must have been very 
poor all along! I have recognized from the 
outset that grading is an art, not a science,- 
that ANACS grading is typically conser- 
vative; and that their opinion can cer- 
tainly differ from mine as well as that of 
a dealer I have come to know and trust. 
Indeed, the fact that grading is so highly 
subjective is one of the primary reasons 
why the ANACS service should remain 
in place. 

What about the matter of ANACS 


papers raising or lowering the value of a 
particular coin? Certainly, the certificate 
often affects the price, but in actual fact, 
all the ANACS papers in the world can- 
not alter what the coin really is! 

It is ludicrous to suggest that I would 
purchase a coin just because it had certain 
ANACS papers accompanying it. I have 
returned may coins with ''good" ANACS 
papers simply because the coin did not ap- 
peal to me once I saw it. Likewise, I have 
retained numerous desirable coins, even 
though ANACS did not grade them as 
high as did the dealer. 

I deeply respect and appreciate dealers 
like Dean Howe and Steele Eunson. These 
gentlemen help the new collector in any 
way they can, and at the same time en- 
courage submission of their material to 
ANACS for an impartial opinion. They 
don't seem to get their feelings hurt at all 
if a client feels better about the purchase 
by obtaining an ANACS assessment. 

Hopefully, I speak for many ANA mem- 
bers when I respectfully request that 
ANACS continue their valuable grading 
service. Just because some particularly 
vocal professionals oppose the program, 
please don't deprive the rest of us. No one 
is forcing anyone to use the service! I 
respect any dealer's right to refuse to sub- 
ject his coins to ANACS grading. At the 
same time, he must respect my right not 
to purchase certain coins from him if he 
denies me the option of submitting the 
coins for ANACS' opinion. 

Have I said that everything is perfect 
about the ANA's certification service? Ab- 
solutely not! Numerous improvements 
could be made. One would hope that con- 
sistency will improve. We can live with 
conservatism, but not with inconsistency. 
The price, certainly as a percentage on 
some coins, is very high. ANACS could 
go a long way in justifying this cost by ex- 
panding the service to give some brief ex- 
planation as to why the coin was graded 
as it was. This could even be in a com- 
puterized code format that would provide 
valuable insight that we presently do not 
have. 

Please keep the program in place for 
those of us who understand the limita- 
tions and find the service to be most

The ANA Correspondence Course— 

A Strong Foundation for Numismatic Education 

Education has been a recurring theme in my 
past messages, and I feel that it is a subject that 
cannot be exhausted. This month I'd like to ad- 
dress one of the ANA's finest services, one that 
has been overlooked by many members in recent 
years. I refer to the Intermediate Numismatic 
Correspondence Course, administered by Robert 
and Cheryl Maisch of Auburn, Maine. 

The course, which costs all of $15 for adults 
and $11 for juniors ($20 and $13 for nonmem- 
bers), consists of a series of booklets with accom- 
panying question-and-answer sheets. The talents 
of a number of numismatic luminaries were 
tapp)ed to produce various "chapters." 

The series begins with Ken Bressett's discus- 
sion of "Numismatics as a Hobby." Next comes 
"The Numismatic Panorama" by Kurt R. Krueger, followed by dissertations 
by Walter Breen, D. Larry Crumbley, Tony L. Crumbley, Tom DeLorey, Jack 
R. Detwiler, Maurice M. Gould, Virgil Hancock, Alan Herbert, Byron Johnson, 
James G. Johnson, Abe Kosoff, Leon T. Lindheim, Lee Martin, Ralph A. 
Mitchell, Dean M. Ryder, John J. Ryer, Neil Shafer, Neil Sowards, James F. 
Stone, Sol Taylor, Mel Wacks, George W. Wait, Paul R. Whitnah and Charles 
H. Wolfe. ANA Governor Ken Hallenbeck helped greatly with the compila- 
tion of the series and is presently working on some revisions. 

Some of the information in the course is basic. It will come as no surprise 
to learn that the value of a coin is dependent on such factors as rarity, pub- 
licity, supply and demand. Other parts of the text are a bit more esoteric. 
We learn, for example, that the governor of the Missouri Territory approved 
an act in 1816 that paid a premium to any person who killed a wolf, panther 
or wildcat within ten miles of any settlement in the territory. Just exactly 
what this has to do with numismatics is explained in the thirteenth booklet, 
which I will leave up to you to acquire! 

You may be interested to know that as of July 1984, when Robert and Cheryl 
Maisch submitted their yearly report to the Board of Governors, 583 people 
had completed the Intermediate Numismatic Correspondence Course. In ad- 
dition, 325 people have received course materials but have not yet completed 
the program. Presumably, they are still working on it. 

Robert and Cheryl Maisch note that the course was copyrighted in 
December 1978, and the first materials were shipped out in March of the 
following year. So far, your Association has spent $21,830 on the preparation 
and development of the course. As noted, you can take advantage of this great 
educational resource for just $20 or less. Give it a try! Contact the ANA for 
further details.
